Traffic in Women. 


A SPECIAL Committee of the League of Nations has issued an 
interim report on the international traffic in women and children, 
which unhappily still rests as a deep stain upon Civilisation. If 
the League is successful in instituting such measures as will render 
this hideous trade so difficult as to be not worth the while of 
inyone to pursue it, it will, even if it accomplish nothing else, have 
justified itself to God ani-man. ° There is, happily, no necessity to 
enter into the least details concerning this dreadful business. It is 
not so lonf® ago that the public at large were totally unaware of the 
true nature of its terrible workings, of its cruelty and its degrada- 
tion. Those were days when it was thought best, in the interests of 
human well-being, to hide and cloak the truth concerning this 
utterly repellent matter; but wiser counsels supervened, and the 
public has now been made aware, as fully as need be, and much 
more fully than is compatible with its self-satisfaction, of what 
the White Slave traffic involves. To our burning shame as a 
people if has tobe confessed that a considerab!e amount of 
this abominable calling is carried on by Jews. Why they should 
fall to such abysmal depths of heartless villainy for the purpose 
of gain and why they should not resist its temptations with the 
bitterest loathing of their inmost souls, is not easy to say; although if 
has been sought oftenrto be accounted for; —Bht no goo is served in 
blinking the ugly fact, and the best that a6 can doin respect to itis 
to strengthen the hands of Jewish Organisations which existyeuch as 
the excellent one in this country, for countering the devices of this 
literal devildom. It would seem that there are two methods, speak- 
ing broadly, whereby this traffic in women can best be strangled. 
‘The one is the adoption by all nations of an identical law, or set of 
laws, concerning the whole subject of this trafic, and in particular, 
concemning the conditions which that traffic supplies and fosters. 
The result of this would be that the scoundrels who batten on this 
terrible evil would find no loophole for escape and no country in 
which they could carry it on with impunity, either directly, or 
indirectly in other territories where laws were too severe to make the 
physical presence of these fiends comfortable tothem. And the other 
means is publicity, The countries which, by refusing to adopt 
measures in concert with other lands for coping with the moral 
plague, should be known so that their complicity in the guilt 
of the traffic might be understood and appreciated. It follows 
that if these two points were secured, rigorous punishment 
of the criminals would be sure. Jews have a double responsibility 
in this nauseating matter. -The whole teaching of Judaism, its 
tradition of human freedom, compels. us.to help where we can to 
suppress a slavery than which none conceivable could be more 
inhuman. And we have the added duty, without resting until the very 
last tinge of it is removed from our escutcheon, to wipe away the 
deep reproach upon the good name of our people, that is caused by 
thigse of them who indulge in this repulsive occupation. 


“Torerk is no more important element in the upbuilding 
than favortfrable hygienic “ond tténs. 
ZANGWILDL. in one of his inimitable sallies, once declared that like 
Hitter he could repeat the whole of the Law and the Prophets 
while’standing upon one foot. “Mens sana in corpore sano,’ he 
said. “is the whole not alone of the Bible, of the Law and the 
Prophets, but of all the commentaries of the Talmud and every 
Scrap-of Rabbinical writing, and all the rest is merely surplusage,” 
That splendid philanthropist, Mr. NATHAN STRAUS, who, if the truth 
could be known, has probably saved more lives than any military 
genius loaded with houours and titles has throughout history 
sacrificed, appreciates this fundamental fact in Judaism. And so 
we have the Straus Health Centre in Palestine. To be sure, the 
Centre is designed to serve the wants and needs not of Jews anly, 
but of all the inhabitants; Tobe effectual, it could not be other- 
wise. For csenee is most frequently no respecter of differences 
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of race and assuredly if possible, less of differences of religion. 
The thanks of all those who hope to see Palestine Jewish in the 
true and best sense of that much libelled word, will be gratefully 
accorded to this grand old Jew who has lived and lives with no 
other thought, apparently, than the good he can accomplish. 


Children Collectors for Charities.

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Obituary. 


Dr. Paul Nathan (Berlin). 


The death has occurred at Berlin, at the age of seventy, of Dr. Paul 
Nathan, Vice-President and one of the founders of the Hilfsverein der 
deutschen Juden. For over twenty-five years Dr. Nathan directed the 
work of the Hilfsverein, and frequently intervened on behalf of oppressed 
Jewries in Eastern European countries and elsewhere, filling, in this 


respect, a position more or less comparable to that of Mr. Lucien Wolf in 
England. 


On the occasion of the celebration last May of the completion by the 
Hilfeverein of twenty-five years of existence, Dr. Nathan, in the course 
of an address, said that the organisation had been founded on the 
model of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and in every one of the heavy 
catastrophes that had befallen Jewry in the last quarter ofa century, 
particularly in Tsarist Russia’ and Rourtiania, the Hilfever¢in had been 
active, not only in raising funds for the relief.of the sufferers, but also in 
making representations to the Governments concerned. 

' In recent years the deceased toak a,deep interest in the scheme for 
Jewish colonisation in Russia, and he represented the Hilfsvercin at the 
Conference of the Jewish Colonisation Society Ozet at Moscow last year. 
Ina subseqnent report to the Board of the Central [Union of German 
Citizens of the Jewish Faith, he expressed his conviction that the East 
European Jewish question could be solved only in Eastern Europe, that 
the Russian peasant had come to respect the Jews for their agricultural 
ability and their hard work, and that the ardent love of the Russian Jew 
for the Russian soil was one of the greatest contributory factors to the 
success of the movement. 

The deceased served on a number of Commissions to study Jewish 
questions. He was one of an international commission that visited 
Russia at the time of the pogroms of 1905, the other members being the 
late Mr. Car! Stettaner, of England, and the late Dr. Feinberg, of Lenin. 
grad (then St. Petersburg). He also served on similar bodies in Roumania 
and the Balkans, being a member of a commission that included also Dr. 
Bernhard Kahn and Mr. Elkan N. Adler, of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

Although Dr. Nathan was the initiator of the educational work of the 

Hilfsverein in Palestine, he was not in the accepted sense of the word 
a Zionist. He disclaimed for himself and for the organisation he 
represented any hostility tewards the work of upbnilding the Land of 
Israel, but he held the view that. Palestine, in consequence ofits small 
size, could never offer a solution to the East European Jewish question. 


With reference to the proposed deportation from Germany of Jews 
in the occupied Russian territory, the late Dr. Paul Nathan wrote, in a 
letter to the ALLGEMEINES JUEDISCHE FAMILIENBLATT, of Leipzi 

“When food supplies in Germany began to become scarce, the 
question arose naturally whether it was not possible to redace the number 
of consumers. In this connection a conférepce was held in Kovno on 
February 21st, 1916, attended by high German military officials, repre. 
sentatives of the Foreign Office in Berlin, the German shipping companies, 
and myself as representative of the Hilfsverein der deutschen’ Juden. 
There was a discuxsfon as to whether it would not be possible to reduce 
the number of consumers who had to be provided with food, by sending 
the Jewish population of the occupied parts of Russia to America. I 
immediately opposed this idea. I pointed out that the enemy fleets 
which dominated the seas would not pass such transports whose purpose 
would be to ease Germany's position in regard to foodstuffs, and would 
thus be defeating the blockade. The ships would therefore either be 
compelled to turn back or would perhaps be torpedoed, and the result 
would be that there would be a fresh outcry all over the world against 
a new form ef German barbarism. Feeling against Germany would 
grow throughout the civilised world, and there would be no real cor- 
responding benefit to Germany. 

“It was General Ludendorff who saw the justice of my contention, 
and the plan was dropped. There is no need for me to say that I have 
not the slightest sympathy with Ludendorff as a politician, but justice 
demands that in this matter Ludendorff's humane and. correct attitude 
should be placed on record.” 


Mrs. A. PERLZWEIG.

Perlzweig, wife of the Rev. Asher Perizweig, Minister of the Finsbury 
Park Synagogue. She was a daughter of the late Councillor Abrabam 
Stern, of Yaroslau, Poland, and came to England with her husband some 
thirty years ago. She was a keen worker for philanthropic causes, and 
was Vice-President of the Finsbury Park Ladies’ Guild. | She leaves eight 
children, one of whom is the Rev. Maurice L. Perlaweig, of the “ Liberal” 
Synagogue, and another is Miss Rebekah Perizweig, who left last Friday 
to take up a post in India. One of her daughters is married to Mr. 
A. E. Gaster, son of Haham Dr. M Gaster. 

The funeral was’ on Tucsday morning. The ~ cortége halted 
outside the Synagogue, the doors of which had been opened. Among 
those present, in addition to members of the family, were Haham 
Dr. Moses Gaster and Rabbi Dr. I. I. Mattuck, the Wardens, Board of 
Management, and many members of the Finsbury Park Synagogue.

sik,—Will you kiadly allow me to say that no scheme for the 
provision of a Convalescent Home in connection with the London 
Jewish Hospital has been before the Council, and that no such 
scheme is in course of preparation. Perhaps the Board of Guardians 
would have been better advised to make a simple enquiry before 
embodying in their published Annual Report a severe comment 
upon the hypothetical intentions of the Hospital. 

[ should, however, add that some members of the Hospital 
Medical Staff have at times athuded to the bénefits to be derived 
from the direct connection to the Hospital of a Convalescent Home, 
or rather a Country Extension of the Hospital; the distinction is 
rightly eniphasised in your leading article.'' This is a sound 
wiministrative principle which has recently ,been adopted by a 
number of London hospitals, and we shall, no doubt, as time goes 
on, have to consider it as a part of a Complete Hospital Scheme, as 
an economic measure. That time has not yet arrived—it may be 


long delayed—but whenever it may arise, I think the scheme would 


be found to be one concerning the Hospital alone. It would, I 
think, affect the work of existing Homes but little, and, if at all, no 
doubt means might be devised of working in co-operation, and not 
in opposition to the Board of Guardians and the cther Jewish

Funds Urgently Needed 
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The Part of the Preacher. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—The ideal pastor as depicted by Oliver Goldsmith is very 


beantiful. 
Nor e’er had changed, nor wished to change, his place. 


More bent to raise the wretched than to rise. 
There are Anglo-Jewish pastors who have left the “ villages " to which 
they were first called for the wider field of the Metropolis. They have 
wished to change their place. They were bent to rise. And they were 
justified. 

The Rev. A. A. Green makes an antithesis between “the character of 
a minister.” and “his ability to fuilil the role of a star preacher.” There 
is an implicit assumption that the choice has to be made between the 
two. The congregation, however, take it as axiomatic that a minister's 
charactcr is beyond reproach. 

What is the primary: fonction of the ideal Jewish minister (I shall 
use this description of the calling, being the more modern)? It can be 
considercd from tbree points of view: (1) That of the minister; (2) That 
of the congregant: (3) That of a corporate body, ¢.g., the United Synagogue 
Council. 

Undor the heading “The Ideal Jewish Pastor,” the late Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Ifermann Adilcr, in his installation sermon nearly thirty-six years ago, 
spoke aS follows: “It is to the spiritual claims of his flock that the 
ideal pastor will devote his chief sovicitude. His voice will 
be heard, when he hes entered the Sanctuary, awakening the carcless 
and stirring up the slothful, seeking to kindle in his hearcrs’ hearts 
the enthusiasm that stirs and quickens bis own soul.” This was finely 
spoken. It is still true, and, within my own limited cxpericnce, I 
could mention living Jcowish preachers whose sermons have this tcnic 
effect. (ltl do not mention names for obvious reasons.) In our own 
day it is only through the pulpit that the ministcr comes into contact 
with the ma/oeridy of the members of Lis congregation, and yet Mr. Green 

limsclf one «fthe foremost of our preachers— would scem to minimise 
the importance and the value of this primary function of the minister. 

The United Synagogue Conncil has recently shifted on tothe shoulders 
of the Constituent Congregations the respcnsibility which belongs to it as 
a body. The Jews’ College levy is to be raised “in exactly the same way 
as the voluntary tax for religious cducation and the Mutual Aid Fund,” 
and the Chainman et the last mecting of the Council made the claim that 
“they were gradually doing their utmost to raise the status of the office 
of Minister.” It is intercsting to turn to some historical facts. 

In 1907, a Committee Was appointed by the United Synagogue “to 
oxamine and report upon the question whether any (‘sic’), and if so what, 
contribution shonlhl he civen to Jews’ College by the Council of the United 
Synagogic.”. In 1910 a pamphict cntitled * Ministers in the Making,” 
Jews’ College, ihe Synagogue and the Community” by ** Historicus” was 
published, the wheile story of the relationship of the United 
Synagewue to the Colicge. May | quote pertinently? “What Jews’ 
College wants is .a steady and snuflicient income derived, for the most 
part, from endowmcnts and public subventions. These latter should be 
granted by tight, end not as by courtcsy or as charitable doles” (p. 28). 
If the wiiter of the pamphiet is still alive—and I hope he is— perhaps he 
can tell us whether the voluntary contribution of 2s 6d. half-yearly 
comes within the definition of “public subventions.” Again: “The 
United Synagogue is, from a financial point of. view, the most prosperous 
institution in the community, for it can not only pay its own expenses, 
but can contribute liberally to those of other bodies. The subvention to 
Jews’ College shonld rightly be ranked as a * primary charge’ in the 
Budget of the United Synagogue, and should be voted before any of the 
other public obligations. with which the institution has so honourably 
burdened itself, are discharged ” (p. 23). This is equally true to-day. 

The United Synagogue Council-—-threugh the influence and prestige 
of its permanent cfiicers -has nevcr envisaged the Minister as primarily 
the servant cf his own ecengregation, It has 1.egardcd him as a potential 
social worker. to practice, at any rate, it never accepted the late Chief 
Rabbi's ideal. The United Svnagogue Council has, throughout its history, 
piled upon the Minister of the Constituent Synagogues duties which, 
however in:pertant in themselves—and they are important—have resulted 
in an cstrangement between the Minister and the rank and file—that is the 
majority of the congregation. I venture to suggest that the ministry of 
a Jarge congregation is sufficient to oceupy the time and tax the energies 
of any man who is given the chance to do his work. 

And this brings me to the relationship of the Minister to the congro- 
gavt. At the Conference of Anglo-Jewish Ministers (please note Ministers 
not Preachers) in December, 1909, the late Chief Rabbi referred, in no 
uncertain terms, to “the duty of Systematic Pastoral Visiting—a duty, I 
fear, much neglected. . « My experience as Minister for twenty-cight 
years has taught me that no more efficacious method could be devised for 
inducing members of our flock to become regular synagogue attendants. 
And, no doubt, many of you have found the saying verified in your own 
experience, ‘That a house-going parson makes a Synagogue-going 
people.’ ” 

The late Rey. 8S. Singer, in a presidential address to the Jews’ College 
Union Society on January 17, 1904, under the title “ Where the Clergy 
fail,” thus addressed the student audience. “To hold your people, 
and to lead them, you must seek them, and generally outside the 
Bynagogue. Visiting among our congregants is one of the most 
important, as well as most agrecable, branches of our work . ee 
Only too well we know how neglect of it lessens our chances of 
usefulness.” To bring this idea up to date, it is interesting to find that 
same problem as ours exists in America. The JEWISH WorRLD 

gives a full report of an address entitled

I do not suggest the desirability, let alone the possibility, of a never- 
ceasing round of visiting, but I do maintain that a closer contact between 
the minister and the rank and file of his congregation is a vital necessity. 
The stagnation of our Constituent Synagogues is due to this lack of 
contact, to the segregation which exists even among the male seat- 
holders, and to the centralisation of responsibility and power in the 
hands of the Council. 

The United Synagogue consists of some 11,500 mombers, mostly 
passive, a condition to which they have been reduced by domination 
from the top. The main aim of the Council of the United Synagogue 
should be to increase the influence of the Constituent Synagogues as local 
centres of Jewish activities. The vast edifice of extraneous charitable 
work, even its extraneous educational efforts, cannot justify the neglect 
of this primary aim. If the “ spiritual claims of his flock” are to be “the 
chief solicitude” of the Anglo-Jewish Minister, he must be restored to 
his congregation and to his primary function. ; 

Might I suggest that this question of the relationship of the Minister 
to his own congregation and to its constituent members be discussed by 
the preachers at the Conference. in July next.. The very life of the 
synagogue depends upon it.

Pre-Expulsion Anglo-Jewry. 


JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Dr. A. MARMORSTEIN read a paper on “ New Material for the Literary 
History of the English Jews before the Expulsion” at a meeting of the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, in the Mocatta Library, University 
College, Gower Street, on Tuesday evening. The President of the 
Society, Mr. Lucien WOLF, presided over a large attendance, which 
included the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire. 

The CHAIRMAN, in introducing the lecturer, said that they welcomed 
Dr. Marmorstein not only because of his distinguished Jewish Scholar. 
ship, but also as a recruit in the cause of Anglo-Jewish History. Tho 
workers in the field of Anglo-Jewish History at onc time were numcrous, 
but their ranks bad been depleted. 

Dr. MARMORSTEIN, at the conclusion of his paper, said he wished to 
make an appeal to the Society that the works which he had mentioned 

published and unpublished—should be coliccted in an Anglo-Jewish 
Library, in a memorial library dedicated to the memory of those scholars 
and Rabbis. Perhaps through those works they would revive learning, 
scholarship, and wisdom again in the Anglo-Jewish community. 

Mr. ELKAN ADLER said that Dr. Marmorstein’s lecture ccrtain'y 
showed that there was a good deal more in the old story about Jewish 
scholarship in England than the German scholars were inclined to admit. 
He thought that Dr. Marmorstein bad put his finger upon something 
which, at any rate, bad restored the balance. The question of manuscripts, 
too, was extremely interesting. A subject which had always fascinated 
him very much was to know what became of the manuscripts of the 
English Jews—that was to say, not only of the manuscripts they wrote, 
but of the manuscripts which they had owned. They knew that there were 
manuscripts which had remained in England at the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge. They knew that they were at the British Museum and 
at Westwinster Abbey, Madrid, Frankfort, and Jerusalem, ete. Those 
were manuscripts which were cither kept or written by English Jews. 

Dr. C. RoTH said he had spent some little time recently on the pre- 
expulsion period. They had in Englanda certain amount of tradition of 
aman of action who was also a man of letters—a business life and a 
literary life combined. As far as he knew that was a side of Jewish 
Histery which has not been sufficiently explored. 

The CHIEF RABBI, in proposing a vote of thanks tothe lecturer said 
the paper had opencd up a large number of new avenues and new pathk- 
ways, and the Socicty was to be congratulated upon having this new 
recruit to Jewish History. It was a very great thing that this new 
interest had been awakened in the spiritual side of the pre-expulsion 
Jewish life and that they had two such eminent scholars as Dr. Marmor- 
stein and Dr. Epstein (of Jerusalem University) at work in this field. 
A remark which had struck him particularly was the refusal of the Jews 
who were summoned to the Beth Din to appear before that body. It was 
something favourable from the historical point of view that there were 
book collectors in England as far back as the thirteenth century—men 
who made it their ambition to collect Hebrew works. There was educa- 
tion even in the handling of books and in the sight of books. A man 
could not be altogether bad if he was a book collector, and he thought 
that this ambition spoke volumes for the literary atmosphere in those 
days, 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that the lecturer had curried them a con- 
siderable distance towards an understanding of the pre-cxpulsion period. 


COUNCIL MEETING. 


Mr. Lucien Wolf, the President, was in the chair at a meeting of the 
Council held last week. A vote of condolence was passed with the 
family of the late Mr. A. Abrahams, a member of the Council. Mr. 
Elkan Adler and Mr. Paul Goodman were elected as the Society's repre- 
sentatives on the Council of the Jewish War Memorial until December 
Bist, 1929. It was reported that the Mocatta Library Committee had 
re-elected Mr. Gustave Tuck as Chairman, and had decided that, as the 
collection of Anglo-Judaica was now practically complete, a systematic 
collection of works on general Jewish History should be built up. Plans 
of the new Mocatta Library and Museum, contemplated as part of the 
University College Centenary Building Scheme, were submitted. The 
Secretary announced that asa result of the recent meeting in Manchester, 
thirty-eight new members were enrolled. A donation of £5 5s. was voted 
to the Spinoza Celebration Fund. 

A proposal by Dr. Cecil Roth, that the Society convene an Inter- 
national Conference of Jewish Historians, is to be considered at the next 
meeting.

It was decided to invite the members of the Council of the United

- The draft annual report was considered and approved. 

A bursary was granted to Mr. Mowchowsky. 


THE LIBRARY. 


The CHATRMAN said it was necessary to revise the whole system of 
bursaries. Referring to the College Library, he said that they should draw 
up a scheme and find out how much money was necessary to bring the library 
into good working order. He thought that some of the additional money they 
were now going to receive should be earmarked for the acquisition of new 

. They must also have a librarian, as he did not thik that Dr. 
Hirschfeld ought to continue that work. A young man ought to be given 
the work, and the reorganised library ought to be the means of connecting the 
commanity with the College. - 

The Carer Rapat said that the Chairman had touched upon a very 
important matter. It would require careful deliberation, as there was such 
a thing as science of librarianship in an academic institution. He moved 
that the matter be referred to the Education Committee, which should draw 
Up a report to be circulated to the members of the Council for diseussion. 

Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH said that the whole question was one of extended 
premises. | 

The CHATRMAN said that their aim should be to find the money to 
build a modern, simple and dignified building for the College proper and the 
library, which he hoped would in due course consist of hundreds of thousands 
of books, a reading-room and a room in which people could work and write 
their notes. They must try and create more scholarships and increase the 
number of subscribers. They had 226 subscribers and collected £400. That 
was ridiculous, because they ought at least to have 1,000 subscribers in a 
community of 300,000 souls. | 

Mr. S. Mosks said that 600 members of the Berkeley Street Congregation 
could give a guinea each. 7 . 

Mr. E. Lesser said that they ought to try and get the Provinces and the 
Colonies interested in the College. 

The Chief Rabbi's proposal was adopted. 


Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 


APPEAL TO BE LAUNCHED FOR MATZOTH. 

A large number of cables and letters from the Hebrew congregations 
in Poland and the Ukraine, urgently appealing for the provision of Pass- 
over relief, have reached the London Relief Federation. 

Startling figures as to the great number of sufferers who are in need 
of Passover relief are given in applications received from the Hebrew 
Congregations in Kieff, Charkov, Kamenetz-Podolsk, Nikolaiev, Odessa, 
Nemirov, Snovsk, Baryshovka, Lodz, Lemberg, and other towns. 

Apropos of the above applications, a special meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Federation was held, and, in consequence of the deple- 
tion of its resources, it was resolved that a special appeal for matzoth 
for Jews in Eastern Europe be launched in thiscountry. Tne Federation 
is confident that the Jews in England will uphold the traditions estab- 
lished by them ia the past to enable tbeir destitute to avoid desecration 
of the Passover. 

MANCHESTER. 


The Committee of the Ladies’ Section of the Jewish Working Men's 
Club, together with the,ladies who had. assisted,at the -vecent-Gaiety 
Theatre meeting, were entertained to tea by Mr. A. A, Benjamin, J.P., 
Chairman of the newly-formed Manchester Relief Committee. The 
function was held with a yiew to forminga Jewish Relief Service Corps 
in Manchester. 

Mr. A. A. Benjamin, in the eourse of an address, said that it was the 
bounden duty of all present to help their suffering brethren abroad. Many 
English Jews argued that charity should begin at home, bat whatever 
their origin might be, he was convinced that they Would respond to the 
very urgent claims made upon them as fellow-Jews. It was a national 
work to keep these masses of starving Jews alive—as national as that of 
the Zionists. Indeed, the work of the Relief Federation was comple- 
mentary to that of the Zionist Movement. Both were necessary for the 
Salvation of their brethren.

Two eggs. 
Salt and pepper. 


Bory the macaroni in boiling salted water until soft, then chop very 
small.

Scason with 
salt and pepper, then drop spoonfuls of the mixture in boiling fat, and 
fry a golden brown. Drain and serve with brown sauce. 

Stuffed Cnions. 
Spanish onions, 
Breadcrumbs, tablespoonfals. 
(chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
A pinch of mixed herbs. 


Sausage meat, 2 tablespoonfuls, 
Oiled margarine. 
Brown gravy. 


PEEL, the onions, put in boiling water, and cook for ten minutes; 
then drain weil], Mix the breaderumbs, sausage meat, parsley and herbs 
togethor s*season with sait and pepper, and add sufficient oiled margarine 
to bind. 

Scoop out the centres of the onions, and fill up the cavities with the 
sausage forcemcat. Chop up the onion that was removed from the 
centres very finely, and add to some good brown stock. Pour round 
the onions In a casserole; cover, and cook in a moderate oven for about 
two hours. 


Children as Collectors for Charities.

From the Rev. A. A. GREEN. 


To the Kditor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


SIR, lL sce that the Willesden Magist rate has expressed his st rong 
disapproval of young children being deputed to make collections for 
charities. It is a wise caution and it is very much needed. 

It is most desirable to mterest children im charity, but the object 
of the discrimimating should be to train children to make some small 
sacrifice out of their own resources, and not to encourage them into the 
delusion that they have become philanthropists by asking for gifts 
from other people. I am not so concerned with the danger though 
a very real one that, in some cases, it is a temptation to dishonesty. 
What concerns me more is that, in the great matter of Charity, it is 
decidedly bad training. 

I have long abandoned collections of this kind on the part of the 
children, of the religion classes of my Synagogue, preferring to teach 
them to give pernies out of their own pocket-money rather than to 
collect larger sums from adults. A further drawback is its effect upon 
growi-up people who give sixpence or a shilling to a child fora deserving 
charity when they ought to become annual subseribers or generous 
donors. Occasionally there appear in the Jewish press tributes of 
approbation of young * Master A,”’ or young “* Miss B,”’ who have been 
successful as collectors acconipanied, at times, with likenesses of the 
children so distinguished. I admit that, under the most favourable 
of circumstances, it may lead to a training in philanthropy, but the 
drawbacks that I have mentioned are so many and so real that they 
more than counteract the speculative advantage. . 

The comparatively small amounts which accrue to the charities 
appear to me not to be worth the risk incurred and, whatever be the 

cause for which these house-to-house and, sometimes, street collections 
that their being entrusted, to young 
boys and girls to give of inducing little 
preference.—Yours will be substituted for

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About Books. 


Kabbalah. 

Baron Kuorr von Rosenroth was born at Alt-Randen, in Silesia, on 
July L5th, 1631. He became a noted Christian Hebraist, and was deeply 
interested in the Kabbalah. He contemplated making a complete trans 
lation of the Zohar, and as preliminary studies to this enterprise, he issued 
a Latin version of three of the treatises generally appended to the Zohar. 
The three supplementary portions thus selected were: (a) Sifra di- 
Zeminta (“The Book of Concealed Mystery”), in which are discussed 
questions involved in the Creation, such as the transition from the 
influite to the finite; (») Jdra Rabbah (‘‘ The Greater Holy Assembly”), 
in which the teaching of the preceding section is extended and 
developed ; and (c) Jdra Zuta (‘The Lesser Holy Assembly”), giving 
& summary of the two preceding treatises. ‘“‘THE KABBALAH 
UNVEILED,” by the late Mr. S. L. M. Mathers (Kegan Paul, 12s. 64.) 
comprises an English translation of these disquisitions from the Latin 
version of Knorr von Rosenroth. This work bas now reached a fourth 
impression, and the new cdition includes a preface by Mrs. M. M. Mathers. 
This book will be very helpful to the general reader who wishes to know 
something of the inside of the Kabbalah, and is not content merely to 
talk about mystic literature from the outside. Professional students, too, 
will find it a congenial task to check the way in which an English 
translation of a Latin version of a Hebrew-Chaldea text grapples, 
effectively on the whole, with the. intepretation of these Kabbalistic 
writings. 


The Apccrypha. 

The Revised Version of the Apocrypha appeared in 1895. An Edition 
with Marginal References was published in 1898. The Syndics of the 
Cambridge University Press jointly with the Delegates of the Oxford 
University Press have recently published a new edition of “The 
Apocrypha: The Revised Version.” The special feature of this fresh 
issue is that, for the first time in the history of the Revised Version of 
the Apocrypha, the text is divided into verses. The price of the book is 
six shillings.

“Jesus: A MYTH,” by the late Dr, Georg Brandes (Brentano's, 6s.) 
is an English translation from the Danish by Mr. Edwin Bjorkman. The 
author held that Jesus never existed as a man, but is a wholly legendary 
ligure. * Popular history is fall of legends which no good critic or historian 
accepts as true. Now the legend of Jesus is claimed by Brandes to be 
of a piece with other legerds, no more true, with no greater support in 
the evidence, but maintained, with all the force of dogma and superstition, 
by the powerful system of Christianity. William Tell never existed, but 
added Brandes, he is and wiil remain an active ideal, and as a model he 
stillrules the minds of-men. The author contended that the same is true 
of another figure, Jesus, also belonging to the world of legend, but one 
that has exercised a far greater influence on the spiritual life of Europe 
and America. It is no lack of respect to the memory of Georg Brandes to 
express a serious doubt whether “Jesus” will be included among the 
works singled out in the fature as typical and worthy of his distinguished 
reputation.

Mr. 5. ABOUHAB proposed the toast of “Our Guest.” He congratulated 
Dr. Gaster on attaining his seventieth birthday, and assured him of the 
members’ respect and esteem. He concluded by reciting a Hebrew poem 
he had composed forthe occasion. The toast was supported by Rev. J. P. 
Mendoza, B.A., who referred to the cordial relationship that had always 
existed between their guest and Manchester. 


Haham Dr. GASTER, in responding, said that he had been styled a 
guest but, in reality, he was one of their triends. He was glad to see the 
lodge he had been the means -of establishing, grow up and continue to 
progress. In speaking of the ideals of the B’nai B’rith he urged Jews to 
let their thoughts travel in a wider sphere, to think imperially and 
universally, and to raise the standard of Jewish consciousness. Each 
new lodge formed, was one more link in the long chain that must be 
formed to make a perfect whole. He regretted to observe an elementary 
language raised to a national language, while Hebrew, which tended to 
unite their people all over the world was becoming, though slowly, almost 
a thing of the past. The B'nai B’rith enabled Jews to learn discipline for 
the purpose of carrying into effect its high aims and aspirations 
Jews stood for something greater and higher than local patriotism, they 
had tolearn politically. In learning to fight for principles let them never 
allow personalities to hinder their deliberations. It was for the Lodges of 
the Order to subject all matters before them to very careful examination 
and to foster religious education. 

Dr. I. J. Lipkin (of the Liverpool Lodge) proposed the toast “The 
Manchester Lodges.” He expressed appreciatiou of the help he had 
received from Bros, Abouhab, Altaras and Goldberg.

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Purim Celebrations. 


By R. ACKERMAN, 


‘In the Book of Esther it states that ‘‘ the Jews ordained and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon all such as joined themselves to them, 
so that it should not fail, that they would keep these two days (of Purim) 
according to their writing, and according to their appointed time every year ; 

“ And that these davs should be remembered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every province and every city; and that these days 
of Purim should not fail from among the Jews, nor the memorial of them 
perish from their seed.”’ 

In all the references which the Book makes with regard to the observance 
of Purim. there is none that has a definite religious significance. Mordecai’s 
‘letters’ betoken that Purim was to be established as a national festival, 
an oceasion on which the Jews should rejoice over their deliverance as a 
people. The holiday was to be used also as a time for remem bering and 
strengthening social bonds, insomuch as in the time of danger rich and poor 
were to suffer equally from Haman’s cruel designs. On the 14th and 
15th dave of Adar, therefore, the Jews were to “ make them days of feasting 
and joy, and of sending portions one to another and gifts to the poor.” 

Accordingly, merry-making and the spirit of friendship are the two 
features which have always predominated in the observance of Purim. 
Although the. Biblical narrative refers to Purim as a 31% 81, the usual 
atmosphere of religious solemnity which pervades other Jewish holy days 
is quite absent ; in fact, the only religious note struck is the saying of the 
blessings connected with the reading of the Megillah, and the reading itself. 
This latter practice was one not commanded in the Bible, but instituted by 
the ‘‘ Men of the Great Synod”; while the pronouncing of the blessings was 
enjoined later, and formed a question over which there was much discussion. 

In order to comply with the words frequently 


mentioned in the Bible, it became the custom to hold a feast, or se’udah, 


on Purim. The Talmud says it is a Mitzvah to have a se’udah, and the 
greater the feast the more the Mitzvah. As the Scriptures say that it is to be 
a MMwe oT, a “day” of feasting, the Rabbis declared that, in order to 
obey the command properly, the feast had to be held before the evening set 
in—consequently the early eve of the 14th of Adar was fixed for the holding 
of the se'udah. 


it is a curious fact that nearly every Jewish festival has assigned to it a 


special form of food which is supposed to have some significant relationship to 
the festival itself. As time went on the Purim banquet became characterised 
by the eating of specially-formed cakes, to which names were given bearing 
The most popular of these cakes—the 
‘‘ Hamantaschen ” and the “‘ Hamanohren ’’—are still to be found in the 
majority of Jewish homes on Purim. 

The cakes are filled with seed and other food plants, especially the bean 
and the gray pea, also appear on the Purim table. One explanation for this 
is as follows : In chap. ii, verse 9, of Esther’ it states ANI 
315. In the Revised Version this is translated that the king 
gave “ such things as belonged to her."’ According to some Rabbis this was 
taken to mean that Esther was provided with special food, as she was not 


permitted to partake of the usual fare provided at the court of Ahasuerus. 


This food, they say, took the form of various sorts of cereals, ete.—and 
so it later became the custom to eat such food on Purim, 

On Purim, it was said, a man should drink as much as he possibly could. 
This, again, is quite contrary to the usual spirit of the Jewish festival and 
even goes against the Jewish character. On Passover the poorest Jew is com- 
manded to partake of four cups of wine ; on the eve of the Day of Atonement 
one is commanded to eat and drink as muchas possi ble—such occasions would 
have supplied a legitimate excuse for drunkenness to. the people of other 
nations, The Jew, however, partly because by nature he is temperate and 
even more because he is fully aware that his festival is a holy day, and not 
merely a time for boisterous revelry, never mars the day by drunkenness. 
Purim, however, is different from the usual holy day; and although Jews 
did not indulge in drunken excesses, quite a large amount of wine was con- 
sumed. The Talmud points out that it was through the drinking of wine 
that the Jews were delivered. It was a banquet that brought about the 
downfall of Vashti, for at the feast of Ahasuerus the people were given wine 
in abundance ; and it was when the King’s heart was merry with wine that 
he ordered Vashti, the queen, to appear before him. Later a feast was made 
to celebrate the choice of Esther as queen. It was to a banquet of wine that 
Esther invited the King and Haman, and it was at a similar banquet that 
she revealed Haman’s plot and thus caused his overthrow. And so the 


Talmud says that it is a Mitzvah to drink on Purim until one can no longer 


distinguish between “‘ Cursed be Haman” and “ Blessed be Mordecai.”’ 
To a certain extent this injunction seems to have been cheerfully carried out, 
for the Talmud tells a tale of two Rabbis who made se’udah together and who

drank such a lot that one Rabbi killedthe other. Acommentatorin the Orah 
Hayyimexplains that this does not mean that the Rabbi actually committed 
a murder but that he pressed so much wine on his companion that the other, 
being unused to such abundance, became unconscious and as one dead. Atal] 
events, the Talmud goes on to say that the Rabbi was extremely shocked at 
what had happened, and tht next day he prayed fervently for some remedy, 
with the result that life was restored to the dead man. The next year the 
Rabbi again invited his friend to share the Purim feast; but the latter wisely 
refused, on the grounds that “ a miracle does not happen every day.” 

Later Rabbis seem to have thought that the Talmudical statement quoted 
above, as to the amount one should drink, went too far, and a contributor 
to the Orah Hayyim finds an ingenious, but very popular, way of explaining 
the origin of the statement. He remarks that the numerical value of the

tn each case to 502. Thus the two could be related and confused by an 


ntoxicated man. As time went on the Talmudical injunction was modified, 
and in the “ Shulchan Aruch ”’ we find that “ one who is of a weak disposition, 
likewise one who knows that it will cause him to despise some commandment , 
a blessing, or a prayer, or that it will lead him to levity, it is best that he 
become not intoxicated.” 

Apart from the home celebrations, public demonstrations in memory of 
Haman’s defeat were indulged in. Bonfires were made, and figures represent- 
ing Haman were burned, amid the general rejoicing of the multitude. This 
practice seems to date from quite early times, for in a translation of thirteenth. 
century portions of a “‘ Collection of Geonic Responsa,” given in the Jewis/ 
Quarterly Review (xvi, 650) we find the following account, which is said 
to refer to the Babylonian Jews: “ Four or five days before Purim the 
young men make an effigy of Haman and hang it on the roof. On Purim 
itself they make a bonfire, into which they cast the effigy; while they stand 
around joking and singing, at the same time holding a ring above the fire and 
waving it from side to side through the fire.” In the Talmud itself 
(Sanh. 64), while discussing certain heathen practices, reference is made to 
the Purim sport of Jewish children who “ used to dig a large hole, kindle a 
fire therein and jump from one side to another.” Similar forms of entertain. 
ment gained increasing popularity during the Middle Ages; and were indulged 
in by the Jews of Europe. Processions were held and the figure of Haman 
was carried through the streets, while the crowd, bearing fir branches, followed 
behind, Amid the cheering of old and young and the blowing of trumpets, 
the effigy was carried to the bonfire, and here Haman, and sometimes Zeresh. 
his wife, also, were consigned to the flames. ; 

During such celebrations it must have often occurred to the bitterly 
persecuted Jews that even while they were rejoicing over the downfall of the 
enemy of their forefathers, they stood in constant danger of an even more 
powerful and cruel enemy—the Christian Church—and they must have wished, 
as they exulted over their mock triumphs, that they could in truth have reason 
to rejoice in a new deliverance. As no such miracle seemed to be forth- 
coming, they used the occasion to mock covertly at their Christian persecutors 
—practically the only way they. had of relieving their feelings. Most probably 


the Christians guessed this, and they therefore looked with disfavour on the — 


proceedings. Often this disapproval had serious consequences, and it was 


declared that the Jews were ridiculing, not Haman but Jesus himself. One 


such case occurred in 415, in Cordova, during the reign of the Emperor 
Theodosius I], and is thus described by Graetz: “ Coarse jokes were used to 
express the feeling against Christjanity, especially on Purim, when the cheer- 
fulness of the festival led to intoxication and intoxication to irresponsible 
expressions and demonstrations. On this day the Jews, in their merriment, 
were accustomed to hang Haman, their arch-enemy, in effigy on a gallows; 
and this gallows, which used afterwards to be burned, took, accidentally or 
intentionally, the form of the cross. The Christians complained of the 
profanation of their religion, and the Emperor, Theodosius, directed the ruler 
of the province to put a stop to the proceedings.” 

One form of merrymaking very popular among the Jews of Europe— 
the masquerade—originated from the Roman carnival. It was an old Roman 
custom to keep the few days preceding Lent as a period of public entertain- 
ment, when all sorts of games and races and public processions were held. 
Carnival time meant bitter humiliation for the Jews of Rome, for during this 
period they were subjected to various degradations; but, in spite of the 
unpleasant associations attached to the occasion, the masquerade, a popular 
feature of the carnival, found favour with the Italian Jews, and, later, with 
the Jews of other countries. In ordinary circumstances the opportunities for 
enjoying a good masquerade would have been fairly limited, as, according to 
the law in Deut. xxii, 5, a Jewish person is not allowed to don the attire of 
the opposite sex. But on Purim the command was that everyone should be 
merry, and hence arose the general opinion that on Purim “ everything is 
allowed.”” Some Rabbis objected most vehemently to such a view, but 
the general public preferred to follow the authority of those more lenient 
Rabbis who said that, since it was for the purpose of masquerade only and on 
a special occasion, the change of attire was permitted. The custom of 
masquerading still survives in many countries of Europe, where bands of 
merry young ‘‘ Purim-spieler’’ may be seen, dressed in fantastic costume. 
going from house to house and singing songs, such as :— 

Gut’ Purim, Gut’ Purim, liebe Leit, 
thr weisst nicht was Purim bedeut’, 
Heut’ ist Purim, morgen is aus, 
Gebt mir a Kreuzer und werft mich hinaus.”’ 
or— 
Krepplach sollt Ihr essen, 
Und mir sollt Ihr nicht vergessen.” 


In return for which they receive some gift or a few coins. 
More elaborate attempts at dramatic performances were also made. 

In the ninth or tenth century, during Geonic times, before the figure of 
Haman was thrown into the fire, a rough dramatisation of the story of Esther 
was attempted. On one or two occasions later Jewish writers in Europe chose 
the story as the theme of their plays, the two most notable examples being 
the Spanish play “ Esther,” by Solomon Usque and Lazaro Gratian (1567). 
and the “ Comedia Famosa de Aman y Mordechay ” (1699), by an anonymous 
author. From the eighteenth century onwards, the “ Purim-spiel” proper. 
written in Judwo-German, began to appear. One of the earliest of these was 
the Ahasuerus-Spiel, which appeared in Frankfort-on-the-Main in 1708 
and which bears the following amusing notice on its title page: “ A beautiful 
new Ahasuerus-Spiel, composed with all possible art, never in all its lifetime 
will another be made so nicely, with pr tty, beautiful lamentations in rhyme. 
We hope that whoever will buy it will not regret his expenditure, because God 
has commanded us to be merry on Purim; therefore have we made this

CCCLXXXIV.—Purim Pot-Pourri. 
My DEAR CovusIN, 


The frivolity of Purim stands in marked contrast to the deep serious. 
ness of Jewish life. The popular proverb declares that at Purim all things 
are permissible ; and perhaps if there had been no cause for the institution 
of the day, the day would have had to be invented. Even the most staid 
characters need sometimes to give expression to the joyous side of their 
nature. However you explain the historical survival of Carnival and 
Lent in Western Europe, there can be little doubt that an excellent case 
may be made out for the Carnival spirit. Purim is the Jewish Carnival. 
In reality Purim is no Holy Day. What does the Yiddish proverb say ? 
Purim ist kan Yomtev, a kadochas ist kan kraenk. To the uninitiated this 
may be interpreted, that just as a rising temperature is no real illness, so 
Purim is no real holy day. Even the most stringent Rabbis shut their 
eyes to a certain amount of licence on Purim, and some went so far as to 
permit masquerading, allowing men to dress up as women and women as 
men. Such a course is in direct conflict with the strict injunction of the 
Torah that “a woman shall not wear that which pertaineth unto a man, 
neither shall a man put on a woman’s garment.” Rabbi Moses Isserlis 
expressly states that the practice may be tolerated 
seeing that it is done in jest (HMaw> NON PINDO PNW). It Isserlis be 
taken as a standard authority, may not the deduction be made, and 
justly, that the spirit of Carnival stands in no opposition to Jewish 
precept? 

In the halcyon days of the Ghetto, Purim was celebrated by reading 
the Megilla, by sending gifts, and by feasting and merriment. The Codes 
laid down that it is a dnty for all and sundry, including women, children, 
and servants, to read the Megilla, or to have it read tothem. The Book 
of Esther is certainly one of the most curious books in the Bible. Is it 
not remarkable that while the name of King Ahasuerus is mentioned no 
less than 187 times, and his kingdom 26 times, the name of God is not 
mentioned once? Again, the Book of Esther is the Biblical book which 
tells not of the affliction but of the triumph of Israel. A moment's 
thought will make clear the reason why the Codes stress the duty of 
reading the book. Almost ever since the destruction of the Jewish state 
and down to comparatively modern times, the Jews were oppressed, 
dispersed, buffeted shither and thither, made the scapegoats of national 
disaster; they were cribbed, cabined and confined, and it required no 
small effort to retain their national and personal dignity. In the Book of 
Esther they might read of the triumph of Jews. The Book of Esther, 
therefore, was a literary production that gave courage and strength to 


bear the scorn of the Gentile. From such a standpoint it is not difficult to. 


comprehend the reason for regarding Haman as the arch-villain of the piece.

Ahasuerus play nice and beautiful. Therefore, also, you householders and 
boys, come quickly and buy from me this play ; you will not regret the cost. 
If you read it, you will find that you have value for your money.”— 
(Abrahams’ “Jewish Life in the Middle Ages,” Chap. xiv, p. 264.) 

These plays, although acted on Purim or during the month of Adar, did 
not confine their themes to the story of Esther but chose also other incidents 
from Old Testament history. A very popular play was the “ Mekirat Yosef,”’ 
written by Baermann, of Limburg, in the first decade of the eighteenth 
century and déaling with the story of Joseph and his brothers. Its first 
production caused great excitement, and two soldiers were required to keep 
in order the crowd, which included also many Christians. The play retained 
its popularity for about 150 years, and it is still performed in Russia to-day. 
During the last two centuries there have appeared many other Purim-plays, 
written in many languages, including Hebrew. 

The general feeling of boisterousness that characterised the Purim 
holiday made its way even into the Synagogue itself. Here the congregation 
gathered to hear the reading of the Megillah, which was sometimes done even in 
the vernacular, so that those not possessing a sound knowledge of Hebrew 
might be able to understand and join in the usual ceremonies attached tothe 
reading. These ceremonies took the form of hissing and stamping, and the 
turning of extremely noisy wooden rattles called “‘ Haman Klopfers *” when- 
ever the name of Haman or his sons. was mentioned. Such customs still 
prevail ; while others, such as the writing of Haman’s name on two stones and 
rubbing them together until the name has worn off, have disappeared. 

Lastly, there must be mentioned one of the outstanding features of 
Purim, the FIND mow or sending of presents, in accordance with the 
words in the Book of Esther quoted in the beginning of this account. It 
was considered necessary to send at least two presents to one person, and he 
who exceeded in sending portions to his friends was considered praiseworthy. 
By “ portions’ was meant “that which could be eaten as it is, without 
preparation, such as cooked meat and fish, sweetmeats, fruit or liquid, etc.”’ 
Even a very poor Jew, who was himself in receipt of charity, was supposed 
to give two gifts to two poor persons—one to each. Furthermore, one was 
not to be particular when distributing the Purim moneys, “ but to everyone 
who put forth his hand, money was to be given.’”’” Thus even a needy non-Jew 
could partake of the general charity. Although it was the custom to send 
portions to one’s friends, the ‘‘ Shulchan Aruch’’ points out that it is better 
to exceed in making such gifts to the poor and needy. Collections were made 
also in the Synagogue, and the amounts received were allotted to the poor 
of the community. 

It is easy to see why Purim obtained such a great hold on the Jewish 
people—so much so that there were some who said that the Book of Esther 
would be remembered even when the prophetical books had been forgotten. 

Apart from the Purim proper, the medieval Jewish communities often 
established special Purim festivals to commemorate their deliverance from 
some particular danger which had threatened to overwhelm them. Such, for 
example, was the Purim Winz, celebrated by the Jews of Frankfort in 
memory of the downfall in 1616 of a certain Vincent Fettmilch, who had 
worked for their expulsion from Frankfort. Numerous other such special 

’ Purims ” were instituted, during which was read an account of the event 
being célebrated, and a general holiday was proclaimed. 


Haman was the embodiment of all those who afflicted Israel, whether 
in the pages of hi&tory or in the actual experience of the medieval Jew. 
Already in Talmud times Haman is described as being utterly wicked. 
Rabbi Samuel bar Nachmani, quoting the famous passage from the Book 
of Isaiah, added a curious explanation. “ Instead of thorns shall come 
up the fir tree, and instead of the briar shall come up the myrtle.” The 
thorns were Haman, the fir tree Mordecai, the briar was Vashti, and the 
myrtle—Hadassah—was Esther. Was not Esther called Hadassah in the 
book that bears her name? 

Characteristically Jewish is the custom to send gifts on Purim. 
Sanction for the practice is found in the Book of Esther itself, and much 
is made of it in the Codes. Gifts were sent even to non-Jews, and it is 
in connection with a Purim gift that a well-known story is told, illustrating 
the wit of a Jewish Rabbi. This Rabbi was friendly with a Catholic 
priest, and one day as a imerry jest, the priest sent the Rabbi a sugar 
pig. On the following Purim the Rabbi sent to his friend a photograph 
of himself with this legend: “A Rabbi sends a Rabbi, but a pig 
sends a pig.” Even the poor sent gifts to the rich, receiving substantial 
reward for the performance of this Mitzvah. Custom enjoined that 
at least two gifts to two poor men were to be given on Purim. 


Lastly, there was feasting and merrymaking. On Purim a Jew 
might drink. The dry legalism of the Shulchan Aruch is brightened by 
the quotation from the Talmud that a Jew on Purim might drink till he 
cannot distinguish between “Cursed be Haman ” (727 N) and “ Blessed 
be Mordecai” CST JMS). The joke here is that as the numerical 
value of the letters of each of these two words equals 502, taken literally 
the rule loses its attraction, for it results in a direct negative. Purim 
merriment, besides masquerading, also expressed itself in the per- 
formance of plays, and Purim plays were one of the most popular 
institutions in the Ghetto. Naturally, the story of Esther was performed, 
and the actors skilfully introduced no little patter, sometimes of a very 
witty kind. You will remember that on occasions medical students have 
dressed up, and, accompanied by some musical instrument on wheels, 
have begged charity for their hospital. The Jewish students of the 
Talmud in former generations did precisely the same thing on Purim. 
They also delivered Purim sermons; one can imagine the sort of sermons 
they were. They must have parodied both sermons in general and 
preachers of their acquaintance in particular. Altogether parody is 
closely associated with Purim. There is a parody of a Talmud tractate 
for Purim characteristically nicknamed “ The Tractate of 
Getting Drunk ” (O"*VWSwW N50). There are parodies of hymns, of prayers 
in the prayer book, and of the Seder service. The curious would find 
much amusement in collecting specimens of these literary Purim parodies. 

Since Purim is the Feast of Lots, popular opinion allowed gambling 
games and even betting on Purim. Not that the stakes were high ; possibly 
there were no stakes at all. But the actual participation in gambling and 
betting and in games of chance, which might have raised difficulties and 
doubts in normal days, was permitted on Purim because of the association 
of ideas. How Haman cast his lots we are not told; on this point; as on 
very many others, the popular versions of the Book of Esther are full of 
fanciful imaginings. I have been reading the version of the Book of 
Esther intended for the women folk of the Ghetto, and what struck me 


most about it was its crudeness and its childish fancies. Why, itisasked, 


did Ahasuerus rule over 127 provinces? Because, comes the answer, he 
married Esther, who was a descendant of Sarah, who lived 127 years! In 
the course of the story Esther is made out to be a perfect heroine. She 
was lovely, she was bashful, she was pious. In preparing herself to find 
favour in the sight of the king she was assigned seven maid-servants, 
each of whom bore the name of a day of the week. On Sunday she was 
attended by “Sunday,” on Wednesday by “ Wednesday,” on Friday by 
“Friday.” But the point of the moralis that on Saturday she was attended 
by “ Sabbath,” and so the pious and good Jewess, who for the time being 
was forced to live in a heathen environment, had no need of a calendar, 
for she knew that the day on which her maidservant “ Sabbath” saw to 
her needs was the holy Sabbath day. One is reminded of Robinson 
Crusoe’s “ Friday.” 

Here and there these popular narratives contain a certain shrewd 
worldly wisdom. The damsels who were collected for the choice of 
Ahasuerus were furnished with paint and jewelry. It wouldseem then that 
the Jewish beauties in olden days were acquainted with the virtues of 
lip-sticks and the attraction of jewelry, whether real or false. Ahasuerus 
in these popular stories appears to be something of a nincompoop, while 
Vashti was a high spirited lady who proudly refused an invitation to 
appear before the king, because, in the popular mind, it was accom panied 
by unladylike conditions. To let your eye wander over the pages of these 
versions, or to read with attention the Midrashic commentaries on the 
Book of Esther, is a real Purim treat. So attractive was the Festival that 
in one popular story we are informed that although when the Messiah 
comes all the holy days will be abrogated, Purim will continue until the 
end of time. The prospect is not unpleasing !

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


MR. ISRAEL COHEN. 


MONG our contemporary travellers, a notable position is 

held by Mr. Israel Cohen, who has just returned from a 

ten weeks’ tour of Central and South-Eastern Europe, 

which he made on belialf of the Zionist Organisation. He 

has favoured a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE with some 
impressions gathered in the course of his travels. 

“This time I visited most of the countries 
lying between Paris and Kishineff—France, 
Switzerland, Italy, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, 
Roumania, Hungary, Austria, and Czecho- 
Slovakia,” said Mr. Cohen. “Ihave been to all 
these places before, and was therefore able to 
note whether any change in the Jewish position 
had taken place, either for better or for worse. 
Although there were complaints almost every- 
where about the bad economic conditions, I 
‘am glad to say that there was no such depressing 
uniformity in the political situation. In France 
and Switzerland, as well as in Yugoslavia and 
Czecho-Slovakia, there is fortunately no such 
violent manifestation of anti-Semitism as I found in some of the other 
countries. Paris has become quite an important haven for Eastern Jewry: 
tens of thousands of Jews from Kussia, Poland, and Salonika, have made 
their homes there during the lastfew years, and the Jewish quarter is just 
as distinctive as our own East End, and has its daily paper in Yiddish. 

| Italy. 

“I was not in Italy long enough to observe whether anti-Semitism 
was rife there. But friends with whom I spoke,” observed Mr. Cohen, 
“told me that there isan unmistakable anti-Semitic tendency in certain 
circles. This has manifested itself in the elimination of Jews from 
various official positions, but it would be hazardous to assert that the 
Government is responsible for this tendency. I heard that some months 
ago the synagogue at Padua was broken into at night by a gang, who 
were bent solely on defiling and damaging the sacred building and its 
contents. No report was allowed to appear in the papers, but representa- 
tives of the municipality attended a special service in the synagogue, after 
the traces of the outrage had been removed, to show that they did not 
approve of the attack. The Jewish students atthe Padua University have 
also had to suffer from anti-Semitic manifestations. That Mussolini is 
anxious to obtain the co-operation of able Jews, however, in promoting the 
welfare of his country, is shown by the fact that he invited a leading Jewish 
industrialist of Trieste to come to Rome and make a proposal for the 
revival of industry in Fiume, which has sunk into comparative decay 
since the end of the War. The gentleman from Trieste undertook to 
establish a cement works in Fiume if the Government would place the 
requisite building at his disposal. Mussolini agreed, and thus, thanks to 
Jewish enterprise, regular employment has now been provided for 
hundreds of workmen.” 


Salonika. 

“The position in Salonika,” Mr. Cohen declared, “ I found about as bad 
as it was two years ago, only the Jews have become more accustomed 
toit. The Sunday closing law has hit them very severely, and is having 
an adverse effect upon religious observance. There was a time when not 
a single Jewish shop or office was open on the Sabbath; now it is esti- 
mated that 15 per cent. of Jewish places of business are open on that 
day, and it is expected that the proportion will gradually increase, 
especially when the younger generation, which is less susceptible 
to the religious appeal, grows up. It is true that shops dealing 
in food-stuffs—such as bakers, greengrocers, and fruiterers—may open 
on Sundays from ten till two, but as this permission is also enjoyed 
by Christian tradesmen, it affords no relief to their Jewish com- 
petitors. The Sunday closing law is all the more Oppressive because 
of the numerous Greek Orthodox holydays, which the Jews are 
also compelled to observe by putting up their shutters. The damage 
wrought by the Great Fire of 1917 is still far from having been 
made good, although a great deal of building has been done. The 
authorities are anxious to modernise the city completely, and part of 
their plan has involved the demolition of many blocks of houses occupied 
by poor Jews in order to make way for a new tramway. About one 
thousand Jews have thus been rendered homeless, and the communal 
authorities have had a difficult task in finding them new homes. Some 
of these Jews have been living for years in the ruins of buildings 
damaged by the fire, and have at last to go, as the buildings are 
to be razed to the ground. In a battered Synagogue, without rocf or 
windows, I found eleven families encamped, separated from one 
another by hanging blankets. They complained bitterly of the cold at 
night. Some of these families have been increased despite their constant 
sufferings; in one hovel I came across a two-year old baby which had 
been born there. The ingenuity with which these ruins have been 
adapted to human habitation is remarkable, but the sanitary conditions 
are abominable. The stench drove me away. 

“Unfortunately the question of the Salonikan Chief Rabbinate is not 
yet settled. The Jews of Salonika are desirous of obtaining an eminent 
Rabbi who will not only look after their spiritual welfare but also raise 
their prestige generally. The idea is to have a Chief Rabbi for Greece, 
not merely for Salonika, but the Jews in Athens and other cities are 


not keen about contrivuting their allotted portions of the estimated 
expenditure.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. .

“ And who knoweth, whether thou art not come to the Kingdom 
for such a time as this.”—Esther w., 14. 


The Book of Esther abounds in strange situations that unexpectedly 
fit in with the fulfilment of the story. Vashti’s downfall promotes a 
Jewish maiden to be Queen of Persia. Mordecai’s refusal to do obeisance 
to the King’s favourite counsellor imperils the lives of all the Jews in the 
hundred and seven and twenty provinces of King Ahasuerus. A sleepless 
night, suffered by that monarch, brings to light Mordecai’s services, and 
leads to his personal triumph, and thence to the salvation of his people. 
The Rabbinic commentary suggests that the king’s sleeplessness is 
a reference to the care for his people of the supreme King of 
Kings, the Guardian of Israel, who neither slumbers nor sleeps. 
Mordecai, in the verse above quoted, makes the further suggestion that 
Esther's attainment of the royal dignity has been itself part of the Divine 
plan, to give her the opportunity of serving and saving her people. Nor 
is it in this story alone that events of apparently unimportant significance 
have had results of far-reaching influence on private lives and on great 
events of history. There is nothing of more real service to humanity 
than the ability of its noblest sons and daughters to seize the opportnnity 
of service at just the right moment and in just the right place. It is, of 
course, an easy thing to “hold one’s peace” at such a time, in the hope 
that “enlargement and help may arise from some other source.” 
That will effectively destroy our claim to duty done. It may well 
be that only at this hour and at this place is the chance given to 
us to accomplish our destiny, that here is the time and tide, which 
even if it lead not to fortune may avert disaster. Time and place 
are of much more import in life than we sometimes imagine. There 
is deep wisdom in the saying of the Preacher that God has made every. 
thing beautiful in its time. For timeliness and fitness are the chief tests 
of both beauty and usefulness. The good and the evil in the world wil! 
be found not so much in the intrinsic nature of things themselves, as in 
the places where they are set, the times to which they adapt themselves 
and the uses to which they are put. Pebbles out of place may do 
mischief, but they can lie in many places without harm resulting. 
Things of higher nature are more particular. A plant must have 
its proper soil, its light, its atmosphere. An animal must have 
its fitting habitat, where the conditions of life are suited to its 
requirements. Human beings are still more dependent on their environ. 
ment. Their lives, beautiful as they may be in the right place, become 
wretched and miserable when removed from it. They need family and 
friendships, they seek cufture, they entertain ambitions. The higher 
their natures the more susceptible are they to their environment. 
Commonplace people are at home anywhere. The finer spirits have 


- to be content to wait till they have reached the place, or till the 


hour has come that finds them their opportunity. This is neither 
fastidiousness nor conceit upon their part. The highest characters 
are not concerned to achieve universal popularity, or to accomplish every 
task set for human hands. They learn to localise and to define their 
opportunities and to specialise in their activities. The strength of their 
life makes up for and glorifies its speciaixess. It belongs to the highest 
andthe most gifted lives to prepare for and to seek their place in the 
world. Sooner or later the nature of the man finds the work for which 
he is fit. God has made the man. He has also provided the task. It is 
when the two meet that Heaven’s work is fitly done on earth. Nor is 
opportunity provided only for those who know themselves to be chosen 
for special tasks. There are calls awaiting many who know nothing of 
their fitness. God chooses His own agents. He also marks the fitting 
time and place. It is the willingness to serve, that in the end proclaims 
the one who is destined to succeed. ‘“ Here am I, send me,” has 
more than once transformed a man of unclean life into a prophet 
of the Lord of Hosts. The willingness to serve always implies and 
carries with it the desire to spend oneself unselfishly and unstintingly 
for the cause we undertake. Oertainly deliverance may come from other 
places. But if we would be the champions of our people, we must be 
prepared to plead their cause, even if we perish in the act. So does 
Esther justify her fitness to be Queen in that she is prepared to risk her 
queenly crown. It is at that moment that she comes truly in possession 
of her kingdom. nym 


Religion encourages constantly and consistently the belief that 
opportunity awaits us. It is the man deprived of the lodestar of faith 
who slips loosely over the surface of things and finds they lead nowhither.

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Libel Action Against Ford. | 
Anti-Jewish Allegations. 


The Jewish conspiracy allegation which has been continually made 
by Mr. Henry Ford and his organ, the DEARBORN INDEPENDENT, will not 
come upin the libel action brought by Mr. Aaron Sapiro against Mr. Henry 
Ford, the hearing of which opened in Detroit on Tuesday. Ford is 
seeking to evade the issue, and his leading counsel, Senator Reed, 
appearing before Federal Judge Raymond, who is in charge of the 
case, said that he admitted that Mr. Sapiro had been called a Jew, but 
that no reflection on him was implied and no attack projected on the 
Jewish race. 

Judge Raymond has decided to refuse the request made by Mr. 
Sapiro’s lawyers to raise the issue of the allegation of a Jewish con- 
spiracy, which was madein the DEARBORN INDEPENDENT in the articles 
on which Mr. Sapiro is bringing his action. The Judge ruled out the 
charge that Mr. Ford’s paper used the term “Jew” as a term of reproach 
and scorn. The action will, therefore, turn entirely on Mr. Sapiro’s 
personal activities, and will not bring up the big question of the charges 
which Mr. Ford and his paper have been making against the Jews. Mr. 
Sapiro demands full retraction of the charges in the DEARBORN INDEPEN- 
DENT that his co-operative agricultural activities were part ofa conspiracy 
to injure the farmer in the interests of American Jews.

Congressman Dickstein, with the support of the Catholic and Jewish 
Congressmen, has introduced a Bill directed against the use of the 
Broadcasting Stations by agitators spreading racial hatred.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


SABBATH 4%, Leviticus vi, 1—viil, 36. 


In the English translation of the Bible the commencement of the 
Sedra is marked chapter vi, 8. The Authorised Version followed the 
Septuagint in the division into chapters, which does not always agree with 
the Hebrew system. Every biblical student is aware of the awkwardness 
of having two divergent arrangements, but it is too much to hope that the 
Church will give way to the Synagogue in this matter or vice versa. 

Leviticus vi, 2. “Command Aaron and his sons.” The opening sec- 
tion of the book, consisting of the first five chapters, was addressed to the 
children of Israel (i, 2) and dealt with the offerings which might be brought 
by them as individuals. The present section treats of the congregational 
sacrifices, offered on behalf of the community as a whole. This being the 


' concern of the priests, the regulations are addressed to them. 


“This is the law of the burnt-offering.” As in Chapter L., first place 
is given to the burnt-offering, because it was the commonest and oldest 
form of sacrifice. It is mentioned as early as the time of Noah (Genesis 
viii., 20), and occurs frequently in the narratives of the patriarchs. A 
distinguishing feature of this offering was the fact that it was consumed 
in its entirety on the altar; no part was eaten by the presenter or by the 
priest, The whole of it belonged to God. The term m>¥ meats “ that 
which goes up.” This does not signify “that which goes upon the altar,” 
because that happened with every class of sacrifice. The correct defini- 
tion is given in the Oxford Hebrew Lexicon: “ The whole burnt-offering 
is entirely consumed and goes up in the flame of the altar to God, 
expressing the ascent of the soul in worship.” 

To appraise the sacrificial system of the Pentateuch aright it must be 
viewed from the standpoint of the ancient Hebrew. When he desired 
communion with God, or longed for reconciliation with Him after sinning, 
how could he achieve his purpose? The efficacy of prayer was not yet 
appreciated by him. The teaching of the Psalmist, “ The Lord is nigh 
unto all them that call upon Him,” was at that stage of his development 
beyond his comprehension. He thought of the abode of God as far away 
in the heavens above him. He consequently needed a medium connecting 
heaven and earth through which he could communicate with God. The 
obvious medium that occurred to him was fire, the source of which wasin 
the heavenly regions. Did not God send lightning which kindled flame ? 
And later on, did not Elijah ascend to heaven in a chariot of fire? 
(II Kings ii., 11) 

Fire, then, was the link between the throne of God and the earthly 
dwelling-place of man. So when he wished to give concrete expression 
to his gratitude or contrition, he could only do that through the medium 
of the flames which ascended from the altar. This thought explains why 
the altar-fires had to burn continuously (verse 5). The path to God was 
always open for man to traverse. 

The’ communal burnt-offering, viz., a lamb, was sacrificed every 
morning and evening (Exodus xxix., 38-46). The purpose of the offering 
is expressly indicated in the passage referred to: ‘‘It shall be a 
continual burnt-offering throughout your generations at the door of 
the tent of meeting before the Lord, where I will meet with you, to 
speak there unto thee. And there I will meet with the children of 
Israel . - And I will dwell among the children of Israel, and will be 
their God.” Clearly, then, the primary object of the daily burnt-offering 
was to indicate the constant renewal of the covenant between God and 
Israel, and to deepen the consciousness that they were His people. It 
must have also served another purpose of almost equal importance, viz., 
to impress upon them the necessity of regarding themselves as one 
undivided brotherhood. The knowledge that each day sacrifices were 
brought upon the altar on their behalf collectively should inspire them 


With the will to constitute themselves a single band for the fulfilment of 


thelr national aspirations.

President Coolidge has received a deputation of the American Jewish 
Congress headed by Congressman Pearlman, who drew attention to the 
continued persecution of Jews in Eastern Europe. The President in 
reply, thanked American Jewry for its part in the upbuilding of the 
country’s welfare and expressed the hope that foreign governments 


would be inspired by the example of free American Jewry to a better 
treatment of their minorities. 


Bishop at Jewish Funeral Service. 


American Rabbi's Protest. 


A recent issue of the AMPRICAN ISRAELITE publishes an interesting 
story of a Rabbi of a well-known New York congregation who refused to 
officiate at the funeral services held at the home of a late member of his 
congregation because an Episcopalian Bishop had been asked to conduct 
the services. 

The JEWISH DAILY News states that the Rabbi in question is Dr. 
Samuel Schulman, of the Temple Beth-El, and that the wealthy member of 
his congregation whose funeral service he refused to attend was Mr. Lee 
Kohns, a close connection of the Straus family. Rabbi Schulman officiated. 
at the graveside simply as a duty toa member of his congregation, but 


he refused to go to the home of the deceased or to accept payment for 
his services. 


Refugees in Mexico. 
Census of Jewish Population. 


A census of the Jewish population of Mexico City has just been taken 
by the Welfare Bureau of the Independent Order B'nai B'rith. It shows 


_ that 250 Jewish immigrants arrived in the three months ended December 


3lst last. Taxi-driving has become one of the most favoured trades, 
and fifty-five Jews have established themselves as drivers and owners 
of motor cars bought on the instalment plan. 

According to the census, there are eight Jewish physicians, and ten 
dentists in the city. Seventy-five tailoring shops have been established, 
and several garages and repair shops. Through the intervention of the 
Independent Order B'nai B'rith Bureau, the University of Mexico has 


admitted nineteen students who were unable to complete their courses in 
Europe. 


Jewish Elections at Cologne. 
—- 


Polling Booth Attacked. 


The elections to the Board of the Jewish Community at Cologne have 
resulted in the defeat of the Liberal Jewish Party which until now has 
always predominated. The new Board contains a majority of Zionists 
and Conservatives. 

Many Jews were injured in an attack made on one of the polling 
booths by anti-Semites, a number of whom were subsequently arrested. 


Hitler Again Active. 
> 
Denounces “International Jewish Finance.” 


[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 


After an interval of two years during which Adolf Hitler, the anti- 
Semitic Fascist leader.in Bavaria, has not been allowed to speak in 


_ public, the authorities gave him permission to address a meeting at 


Vilsbiburg last week. At this meeting, he said that the Jews had under. 
stood the importance of the new class——the proletarians, were responsible 
for the development of this machine age, and the proletarianisation of the 
people which accompanied it. The Jews had worked with the one idea 
of forming a party of proletarians which would one day take over the 
State. In this war of annihilation of the working-class against the 
bourgeoisie, the victory had been won not by the proletariat, but by 
international Jewish finance. 


Magdeburg Trial Result. 


Verdict Causes Protests. 


The Supreme Court at Naumburg has just issued its verdict in the 
disciplinary action it has been conducting against Judge Hoffmann, 
the Director of the Magdeburg Circle of Judges, and Judge Koelling, 
the Investigating Judge in charge of the case against Dr. Rudolph Haas, 
the Jewish industrialist of Magdeburg, who was wrongfully accused of 
the murder of his book-keeper, Helling. The Court has decided to 
reprimand Judge Koelling and to transfer Judge Hoffmann to another 
position of equal rank. 

Many of the newspapers express surprise at this nominal sentence in 
face of the persistent refusal of the two Judges to take into account 
evidence showing that Haas was innocent and that the murder had 
really been committed by Schroeder. The Judges, say the papers, were 
actuated simply by anti-Semitic bias and should be dealt with severely. 


Jewish Champion of Liberty. 
Jacoby’s Fiftieth Anniversary. 
[From our Correspondent.) BERLIN, 


The fiftieth anniversary of the death of Johann Jacoby, the famous 
German statesman, was celebrated throughout: Germany last week. 
Jacoby was one of the pioneersin the fight for democracy inGermany. He 
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was @ physician by profession, and played a great part in combatting the 
cholera epidemic in Warsaw. He was one of the first of those who 
championed the Jews’ political aspirations in Germany, and in the 
agitation of 1848 he was recognised as one of the chief leaders of the 
Democratic movement. He later suffered imprisonment for his denurcia- 
tion of German militarism, and he stood alone in Parliament in his strong 
opposition to Bismarck and the annexation of Alsace-Lorraine. 


Passports for Staatenlose. 
Referred to Transit Commission. 

The Council of the League of Nations, which is now in session at 
Geneva, has considered the proposals submitted to it by the League of 
Nations Commission on Communications and Transit, for the issue of 
identity passports to Staateniose. The Council has decided to refer back 
the question to the Commission on Transit and Communications to be 
dealt with at its next meeting, which will be held at Geneva on 
August 24th. 


The Franchise in Poland. 


The Anti-Jewish Bill. 


[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW. 


The Bill of the Narodova Democratic Party, providing for the 
introduction of the system of national electoral colleges for the Parlia- 
mentary elections, has aroused the opposition ofall minorities to the 
measure. The Bill is especially directed against the Jews, and its chief 
object is to curtail their representation in the Sejm and in the Senate. 
The fate of the Bill depends largely on the Government which has not 
yet made clear its attitude towards the measure. 

Senators Kerner, Shereshevsky and Wurzel, have delivered speeches 
in the Senate during the discussion on the Budget complaining of the 
failure of the Government to fulfil the Jewish demands. 


Lithuanian Parliament. | 


Jewish Deputy Resigns.

A vote of no confidence in the new Government set up under Professor 
Valdemaras as a result of the military insurrection in Lithuania, has been 
defeated in the Sejm on the abstention of the minority nationalities.

Polish Government against Colonisation. 
Jewish Agriculturists Discouraged. 

The Polish Minister of Agriculture has made an important declaration 
on the attitude of the Government towards the new Jewish Colonisation 
Society in Poland, known as the Tor. The Government, he said, regards 
agriculture from the point of view of an occupation for citizens, and not 
as a national political affair. At present Poland is in need of emigration 
from the villages to the towns, and, therefore, it is impossible for the 
Government to support the movement for Jewish colonisation on a big 
scale. It will tolerate however, the settlement of individua) Jews on 
the land. 


South African Farming. 


Jews’ Great Success. 


A yield of 75,000 bags of maize and 60,000 bags of potatoes is expected 
on the farms in the Witbank area of South Africa, which are owned by 
Mr. E. Lazarus, who is said to be the largest individual grower of staple 
crops in the world. The fine condition of the crops on the enormous 
expanse of land under Mr. Lazarus’ control, is due to intensive tillage, 
the use of fertiliser and modern methods of farming. 

Mr. Lazarus is not the only successful Jewish farmer in South Africa 
for he has some near competitors in Mr. H. Lurie, the potato king of the 
Free State, and Mr. Sarembock, the fruit farmer of the Cape.

Bulgaria. 

‘On the whole, the Jewish conditions in Bulgaria are better than in 
Greece, but hardly satisfactory,” was Mr. Cohen’s estimate. “ There is 
a distinct anti-Semitic movement in Sofia, which is fostered largely by 
the military element. There is an officers’ club in the principal thorough- 
fare used for the evening promenade or ‘corso,’ and some weeks ago a 
notice was written on the wall of the club forbidding Jews to walk along 
that side of the road. There are no Jews in the officers’ corps nor in the 
Government service, but the pay of Government officials is so low that. 
it would not attract Jews in any case, 

Roumania. 

“T was two weeks in Roumania,” Mr. Cohen proceeded. “It was my 
third visit to Bucharest, and this time I also went to Jassy, Kishineff 
and Temesvar. The Jewish position is undoubtedly worse than I found 
it two years ago, even though there are Jewish Senators as well as 
Deputies. It is incorrect to speak of pogroms, but there are repeated 
attacks by groups of students not only upon Jewish students in the 
universities, but also upon Jewish pedestrians in the streets and 
Jewish passengers in the trains—particularly in the_ third-class 
carriages. The outrages committed by the students are a disgrace 
to the country, but unfortunately the Government — despite all 
its protestations of tolerance for all creeds — does nothing to 


‘stop or suppress the scandal. The Arch-anti-Semite of Roumania is 


Professor Cuza, a notorious plagiarist, who wields a sinister influence 
over the majority of the students and has a little party of eleven 
members of his own in Parliament. There can be little doubt that 
members of the Government, particularly Mr. Goga, the Minister of the 
Iaterior, actively support the anti-Semitic hooligans. If the Government 
wanted, it could suppress the students just as effectively as it has 
extinguished the Socialists. Unfortunately, General Averescu depends 
upon the support of Professor Cuza and his followers, and therefore any 
amelioration of the situation is hardly likely in the near future. 
It is true that anti-Semitism was rampant even under the Liberal régime 
of Bratianu, but the latter at least made a pretence of keeping the anti- 
Semites in check and even brought about the resignation of Cuza from 
the University chair which he disgraces. But the present Government 
does nothing at all to keep the college blackguards in bounds, and Goga 
vindicates their conduct as an expression of the spirit of the trenches, 
making them out to be real heroes. There are, of course, many other 
evils, which I cannot enumerate now, especially the travesty of justice. 

“I found Kishineff buried under snow, which covers it three months 
in the year, and I had the novel experience of being driven in a sledge by 
a Yiddish-speaking jarvey. I was agreeably surprised by the spacious- 
ness of the city and its fine broad thoroughfares. The Jews prefer to live 
under the Rourfanian régime rather than under the Soviets, even though 
they are not altogether free from the risk of attacks, as was shown 
shortly before my arrival. A horde of anti-Semitic students had come 


from Jassy for the purpose of giving a demonstration of their culture in 


the Jewish quarter, but the Jews advanced boldly to meet them and 
gave such a good account of themselves that the students had to 
be surrounded by the gendarmes and the police for their own 
safety. The memory of the pogroms of 1903 and 1905 is still 
fresh in the minds of the Jewish community. I was taken 
to see the graves of the victims who are laid to rest within a special 
enclosure, at the entrance of which is a monumental memorial tablet in 
Hebrew, which gives the story of the massacres in moving words. 
| Hungary. 

“T noticed a certain improvement in the general position in Hungary,” 
said Mr, Cohen in reply to the interviewer's question, “ although there is 
still not the least indication of the abolition of the numerus clausus But 
it is significant that while even a small Zionist meeting in Budapest two 
years ago was an event fraught with the direst peril, now it was possible, 
with the permission of the police, to have a large public meeting attended 


by a thousand people, and also by some police officials, who diligently 
took notes about the work of the Keren Hayesod.” 


To Sum Up. 


After visiting all these countries, have you formed any general 
conclusions concerning the current trend in Jewish life? 

“T am not disposed to generalise, though it is tempting to do so, but I 
could not help observing everywhere a growing decline in religious obser- 
vance. Although Jewish feeling is particularly strong throughout the 
Balkans and in Central Europe, partly as a result of communal segregation 
and the force of tradition and partly asa reaction to Christian intolerance, 
it does not manifest itself in piety or ritual conformity. Take Bucharest, 
for example. It is doubtful whether even five per cent. of Jewish places of 


‘business—shops, offices, and so forth—are closed on the Sabbath, and 


the same applies to Sofia, Belgrade, Temesvar, and many other towns. 
The degree of Sabbath observance may be a little better, though only a 


little better, in the larger communities of Budapest and Vienna, but there 


mixed marriages and apostasy are such common phenomena, that they 
hardly provoke any comment. Comparisons may be odious but they are 
inevitable, and after some years of experience of Jewish communities in 
various parts of the world, I feel impelled to say that the Anglo-Jewish 
community, with all its shortcomings, still compares most favourably in 
various spheres with most of the Jewries that I know.”

Cost of Palestine Land Settlement. 
QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons last week, Colonel J, C. WEDGWoOoD (Lab.. 
Neweastle-under-Lyme), asked the Minister of Agriculture whether he 
could obtain figures showing the average cost under the headings—land, 
buildings and equipment —of settling an unemployed settler family on an 
agrioultural holding in Palestine, England and Australia, giving in each 
case the area of land held to be essential to support the family. 

Mr. WALTER GUINNESS said that the cost of settling a man and his 
family on land in this country varied so greatly according to the characte, 
of the holding and other factors, that any average figures would be mis. 
leading. An unemployed family were also handicapped by want of 
knowledge. Similar conditions applied in Australia where the cost o: 
settlement varied in the different States. He was unable to obtain any 
information regarding the cost in Palestine. 

DRINK IN JERUSALEM. 

Mr. BarRR (Lab., Motherwell) asked the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies whether his attention had been called to the fact that there hai 
been a great increase in the number of places licensed for the sale of 
alcoholic liquors in Jerusalem and at the railway stations in Palestine 
since that country was taken under our mandate. 

Mr. AMERY said he had no information on the subject. Any increase 
in the number of licences issued was presumably due to the large increasc 
of population and the great number of visitors. He did not propose to 
take any action in the matter. 

Mr. SCRYMGEOUR (Ind., Dundee): Is the right hon. gentleman awar: 
of a law which states that nothing that defileth or worketh abomination 
or maketh a lie shall enter the New Jerusalem? (Laughter.) 

Mr. WESTWOOD (Lab., Peebles): Is not this changing the old tradition 
of a land flowing with milk and honey to a land flowing with beer and 
whisky? (Laughter.) 

Mr. BARR: Is the Minister prepared to accept the statement that the 
number of licensed premises in Jerusalem has increased from thirty-five 
to three hundred ? 

’ Mr. AMBRY: I will certainly make inquiries. There is no doubt there 
has been an increase, but there is no reason to believe that there is any 
excessive consumption of alcohol. 


The Palestine Electric Corporation. 


TEXT OF CONCESSION PUBLISHED. 


The official text of the concession granted to the Palestine Electric 
Corporation (Rutenberg Concession) is given in a special issue of the 
OFFICIAL GAZETTE, running to thirty-four pages, which has just becn 
published in Jerusalem. An exclusive concession, the text says, has 
been granted to the Palestine Electric Corporation for a period of sevent\ 
years, for the utilisation, firstly, of the River Jordan and its basin, 
including the River Yarmuk and other affluents within Palestine and 
Transjordania, and secondly, of those parts of the rivers Jordon ani 
Yarmuk which are outside Palestine and are available for utilisation 
under the terms of the Anglo-French Convention of December 23rd, 1920. 
or otherwise. 

The Corporation is obliged within a period of five years to erec' 
dams on the rivers Yarmuk and Jordan, a power-house near Jisr ¢! 
Mujamyeh, to establish transmission lines supplying hydro-electric 
energy within the sub-districts of Jaffa, Haifa, Tiberias, and Ramleh, ani 
reserve fuel power-houses in Haifa and Tiberias. The Corporation wi!! 
have to pay a fine of £2,000 for each month's delay in carrying out these 
works. 

At the request of the Corporation, the Government shall expropriat« 
with compensation any lands and buildings which it may require, as we!! 
as existing electricity undertakings. 

After the needs of Palestine have been satisfied, the Corporation may 
start supplying power outside Palestine also. The Corporation is entitled 
under the Concession to establish telegraph, telephone, and wireless 
systems necessary for the purposes of carrying out the Concession. 

By the publication of the terms of the Concession in the OFFICIA! 
GAZETTE the Concession becomes part of Palestine Law.

EXPRESSION OF SYMPATHY. 


[From our Correspondent.) JERUSALEM. 


Lord Plumer last Friday received a delegation from the Kere” 
Hayesod Head Office, consisting of Dr.. Hantke, Mr. Lieb Jaffe and Mr. 
Leo Herrmann. They explained the objects of the Keren Hayesod to the 
High Commissioner, pointing out that it was not only an agency for 
collecting money, but also a medium for concentrating Jewish hearts and 
minds on Palestine. The delegation expressed the hope that Lord 
Plumer would give the Fund his sympathy and support. 

In his reply, the High Commissioner said he regarded it as helpfu! 
and important that the management of the Keren Hayesod should be 
conducted from Palestine, where responsible men could better form av 
opinion of economic and other conditions in the country. He expressed 
his full sympathy with the work of the Fund. 


Palestine Orange Exhibition. 


OPENED BY LORD PLUMER. 

Lord Plumer recently opened the 1927 Orange Exhibition in the 
Exhibition Hall in Tel-Aviv. Among those present were Mr. Nathan 
Straus, Colonel Kisch and the Mayors of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv, and the 
members of the Government Committee which arranged the Exhibit. 

. In the course of his opening speech, the High Commissioner said that 
the orange exhibition was becoming an important annual event in Pales- 
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tinian life, and that this was as it should be. Agriculture was, and ought 
to be, the main industry of Palestine. Oranges constituted one of the 
most important crops of the country, yielding the largest profits. The 
Palestinian oranges compared very favourably with the oranges of Malta, 
which were thought by their producers to be the best in the world. The 
Palestine Government was doing everything in its power to encourage 
the orange trade, and a committee had been appointed to make recom- 
mendations in this regard. 


The majority of the exhibitors were Jews, and Jews took most of the 
prizes. 


School for Palestine Guides. 


A MUCE!-NEEDED INSTITUTION. 


(From our Correspondent. JERUSALEM. 

To such an extent has the art of imposing upon the credulous tourist 
grown in Palestine, that the Opera Cardinal Ferrari, an Italian University 
in Jerusalem, has conceived the idea of holding evening classes for 
dragomans. Such an institution is by no méans out of place. Tourists 
in Palestine are woefully deceived as to the frue natureof the country, and 
if they place any reliance upon the doses of historical information as 
supplied by the gnideés (whd mostly aré nof of the Jewish persuasion), 
they are apt to secure a hodge-podge of uninteresting detail that Baron 
Munchausen could certainly have improved upon even in his less inspired 
moments. 

The gullible visitor to Jerusalem seems totake this wrong information 
for granted, as a part of the scenery.’ No tourist takes a guide seriously, 
they argue, so they listen and acquiesce. Imagine, as the writer heard, 
a guide saying, that “ Tel-Aviv is a place where 7,000 Jews live, and 6,000 
are out of work,” or that “ Talpioth is really a part of Talbieh (a Christian 
quarter three miles away),” instead of being, as it is, a pretty Jewish 
suburban area on the Bethlehem Road. None of the Prophets arc known 
for their Jewish origin. ‘“ Nebi Musa” is Moses, “ Mar Elias” is St. 
Biijah, “Nebi Samwil” is Samuel “Nebi Rubin” is Reuben. “ Nebi 
Daoud” is David, and so on. Even St. John the Baptist is known as 
“Mar Hanna”! These cool appropriations are, so to say, the limit. 

The School for Guides might lead to the supplying of experienced and 


well-informed guides, but it will take some time before the nuisance of 


the amateurs is eradicated. 


In connection with the above, it is of interest to learn that the 
Zionist Information Bureau for Tourists, conducted by the Keren Kayeneth 
and the Aercn Hayctod, has issued a “ Guide to Jewish Palestine.” The 
book, which consists of over seventy pages, is illustrated with photo- 
graphs and maps, and, in addition to a fairly comprehensive guide to the 


“New Yishub,” gives an interesting history of the Zionist Organisation 
and its activitics in Fretz lisrae/.

“ Hadassah’’ Cruise to Palestine.

CULTURAL COURS* ON BOARD SHIP. 


A course on the history of Palestine, its historic significance an 
modern development, to include chief events, personalities and ideas, 
from Biblical times to the present day, will be given this summer by Dr.

He had the privilege and honour of attending 
the last Zionist Congress, and it was a matter of shame and humiliation 
that Great Britain, the Mandatory country, could only send five delc. 
gates. Why’? Because the Jewish people in this country had not recog. 
nised their responsibility. If they bought more Shekalim this year they 
would have more delegates to represent them. They mast have the 
numbers increased. He hoped that before the meeting closed, and as a 
result of the meeting, there would be a great stimulus in the purchasing 
of Shekalim, and he hoped, too, that it would prove a great stimulus to 
the whole Zionist cause. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom extended a welcome to Councillor Finburgh 
and said it was necessary to sell 15,000 Skekalim in England. The Shekel 
was the first emblem of Jewish nationality and had been in existence 
lung before any of the other Zionist funds. 

Mr. M. Schiff said that it was incumbent upon every Jew, whatever 
his shade of opinion, to parchase the Shekel,

The Agudah and the Jewish Agency. 
From Mr. H. A. GOODMAN. | 
To the Editor of Tor Jewrsu Caronicce. 


Sin, —In veur issue of February 25th you have reprinted the address 
recently delivered by Mr. Paul Goodman on the Jewish Agency. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Goodman referred to the negotiations with the 
Agudath Isracl, asserting that “the expected understanding had broken 


down owing to the entirely unreasonable claims of this organisation of 


separatict Jews.” 

Mr. Goodman was not even present at the discussions; [ happened to 
be a member of the Agudah delegation which negotiated at the time. | 
challenge Mr. Goodman either to substantiate or withdraw his remarks. 
This is not the first time that Mr. Paul Goodman has attacked the Agudah. 
At the last annual conference of the English Zionist Federation he criticised 
the Auvaudah for its exaggerated and unjustifiable claims,” declining, 
-hewever, to prove his assertions whén challenged to do so by the London 
Agudath Istacl. Your readers will themselves judge the responsibility of 
vague attacks of this nature. ; 

The negotiations were not successful, solely because the Agudah refused 
to compromise, would not cast overboard its sacred principles, In an 
interview published shortly afterwards Mr. Jacob Rosenheim, chairman of

A tribute 
is paid to Miss Vivienne Lazarus for her voluntary services as teacher for three 
years.

SUMMER CONFERENCE PLANS. 


A meeting of the Council of the Union of Jewish Women was he'd on 
Tuesday at 4, Upper Gioucester Place. Mrs. Mopet was in the chair. 

The Executive Committee were re-clected. Plans for the Conference 
of the Union of Jewish Women to be held in the summer were fully discussed. 
Mrs. Model outlined the proposed programme for the day, which was to 
begin with a discussion on the participation of the Union in matters affecting 
women outside the Jewish community. This question arose from the resolv- 
tion which Mrs. Spielman had moved at the Annual General Meeting with 
reference to the graating of equal franchise for men and women. The 
Executive of the Union wanted to know the feeling of the Council on the 
question of co-operating with other women’s organisation; in matters which 
were not strictly of Jewish interest. The Union, they felt, was not exclu- 
sively a philanthropic body, but was deeply concerred in legislative and 
social problems which interested them as members of the community at large. 
Jewish women were in need of the same political and social rights as others. 
The Union, as < representative body of Jewish women, should have the power 
to co-operate with all organisations working for the welfare of women. 

After considerable discussion it was unanimously decided that the first 
item on the agenda of the Conference should be.the consideration of “ the 
policy of the Union of Jewish Women as to action on political, legislative and 
social- questions outside the Jewish community.’ This was to be followed 
hy an address on “ Palestine to-day.” The afternoon session was to be 
devoted to the co-ordination of Jewish vonien’s institutions in London and the 
-o-ordination of charities, and it was suggested that speakers from provincial 
centres might be asked to give their experiences. The formation of a home for 
Jewish gentlewomen was a pressing need which was also to be discussed, 

Yhe Union is to be in charge of a stall at the Bazaar in aid of the Women 
and Children’s Welfare Work in Palestine, at Lady Samuel's house, in June. 
Mrs. Model appealed for erticles of women’s clothing, both plain and fancy, 
and for helpers to sell at the stall. In conclusion, she asked for assistance for 
the depleted funds of the Students’ Benevolent Fund, which did much good 
work in helping needy students.

Spinoza. 
From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES, M.A. 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


Sir, -In writing and speaking of Spméza and the treatment he 
received at the hands of the Amsterdam Jewish community, we are 
apt to forget that it was not Spinoza the philosopher who was excom- 
municated by the Rabbis, but Spinoza the youthful alumnus of the 
Pereira Yeshibah, who had been trained for the Rabbinate, and had 
given offence to his fellow-tudents and others by his critical attitude 
towards Jewish teaching and observance. The Chercin was pronounced 
against Spinoza in July, 1656, when he was 23 years of age. His first 


important work, that on Descartes, with the appendix containing his | 


own Cogitata Metaphysica,” did not appear till 1663; while his 
* Tractatus Theologico-Politicus,” the only work that could have 
given offence to Jews, was first published anonymously in 1670. The 
Ettrica and the Tr ctatus de Intellectus Emendatione” only 
appeared in the year of Spinoza’s death (1677), and it is only from these 
works that those interested in metaphysics were able to derive a more 
or less adequate comprehension of Spinoza’s pantheistic system. | 

That this system has been based on the ideas of older thinkers 
(apart from Descartes), and that Jewish religious philosophers, like 
Maim nides, Cres as and Gersanides, had been unreservedly drawn upon 
hy Spinoza, has been clearly proved by Manuel Joél and others, and is 
now a universally recognised fact. None of the Jewish thinkers who 
preceded Spinoza were ever put in Cuerem on account of their meta- 
physical theories, and there is no record of any attempt being made by 
any recognised Rabbinic authority to fellow the example of the Church 
in prohibiting the study of the works of Spinoza himself or in discredit- 
ing his philosophy. 

Had Spinoza displayed as a student the qualities which 
‘listinguished him when he became a mature philosopher, when he 
found happiness in “ demonstrating the truth mathematically ” 
and in striving for the “ intellectual love of God,” when his abstract 
‘thinking rendered him incapable of all aggr ssiveness and of active in- 
terference with the beliefs and practices of others, there seems no doubt 
that the Rabbis of Amsterdam would have interfered with him and his 
philosophy as little as they and their predecessors interfered, with other 
Jewish thinkers and their metaphysical theories. And if Spinoza had 
written at least one Hebrew book and shown some interest in the Jewish 
people and its future, in spite of the treatment he received at the hands 
of the Amsterdam Rabbinate, there is every probability that he would 
ultimately have become the most universally admired and beloved 
member of his community, and would have obtained the greatest 
popularity among the Jews of the diaspora.— Yours obediently,

Protection of Girls a:.d Women. 
The Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, as 
the Central Bureau for Jewish International Work, has decided to. con- 
vene an international conference on the questions of the protection of 
women and children and the suppression of the White Slave traffic, on 
the same lines as that held in 1910. The conference will be held on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, June 22nd, 23rd and 24th. Many 
acceptances from the European and American committees and organisa- 
tions affiliated to or in co-operation with the Association have been 
received. The Association will be represented at the next session of the 
Advisory Committee on the Traffic in Women and Children, which opens 
at Geneva on April 25th. It is known that the report of the committee of

Synagogue Buildiag in Glasgow. 


From Mr. JOSEPH LEVY. | 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir, Vor several years past the Jewish community of Glasgow has 
- been assailed from al sides by a horde of zealous»workers directed by 
varions bodics of Synagogue promoters, who have dumbfounded us with 
the magnitude of their reckless schemes. They have planned grandiose 
schemes of Synagogue crection in excess of the requirements of the 
community, and before the masons have discarded their trowels, their 
committees are torn with disruption over the various schemes proposed 
for solving the problem of the upkeep of their houses of worship. 


Bazaars, rafiics, social funetions, and even the sale of rent-free . 


synagogue seats, have all helped to contribafe to the funds, the deficiency 
of which is almost on a par with the acumen of the promoters. So much 
so, that consideration has been given to the suggestion of sharing the 
services of a minister with a neighbouring embryo congregation who have 
& separate synagogue now nearing completion. 

Amalgamation of two of these new synagogues was suggested by the 
committee of one of them, but one must look for other than practical 
reasons for the rejection of the proposition. Of course, unity has no place 
in our tradition, and these zealous promoters are sticklers for tradition— 
if nothing else. 

We have now an appeal from South Portland Synagogne to be 
rescued from the verge of bankruptcy, but it is not many months since I 
attended the opening of its neighbour, the New Central Synagogue. We 
also had an interesting report of a committee of inquiry, instituted by 
the Garnethill Synagogue, to ascertain the reasons for the apathy and 
poor attendance of the members of the congregation at divine service. 

It would not. im my opinion, be out of the sphere of the Chief 
Rabbinate to have some power of control in the important matter of the 
founding of new synagogues, in order to avoid the piling-up of a burden 
of debt whieh must hang like a millstone round the necks of the whole 
Jewish community unto the third and fourth generation. 

If over-zealous promoters would realise that the urgent needs of a 
growing community, and the lack of any other place of worship within a 
reasonable distance, are the only justifiable reasons for the erection of a 
new synagogue, their schemes would have some chance of success on a 
solvent basis. So long as their sole ambition is to erect monuments to 


their own honour and glory, to see their names emblazoned on shining » 


brass and glittering marble in the sight of all the tribes of Israel, so long 
will the coffers of the faithful be put under heavy and perpetual tribute. 
Is it too late to set about avoidiug the impending disasters by sensible 
reorganisation and amalgamation ’—Yours faithfully,

From the Rev. Dr. J. ABELSON. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirk,—In the columns of your last week's issue, your esteemed 
contributor “Mentor” passes certain strictures upon my con- 
templated step to give an address to a Society in Manchester which 
is associated with the study and furtherance of Hebrew theosophy. 
“ Mentor” seems rather outraged at the fact, that by doing so, lam, 
though unconsciously, assisting in what is, in his opinion, a subver- 
sive attitude towards Jews and Judaism. 

May I say that this opinion falls rather wide of the mark. The 
preliminary notice concerning the lecture, which appeared in your 
last week's issue gave, as the title of my subject “ Mysticism in 
the Old Testament.” This is surely innocuous enough! What 
danger can anyone scent here? 

As a matter of fact I did deliver, the lecture last Sunda¥. The 
nudience was a mixed one, of Jews and Gentiles. I need hardly say 
that my presentation of the subject had nothing at all to do with 
any of those theosophic doctrines which, according to ~ Mentor,’ 
are so detrimental to so many of our coreligionists both in this 
country and in America. 

The subject of Jewish Mvsticisin is one to which | have devoted 
many years of study. Of course it has many associations with 
general theosophy. But it is quite superfluous for me to point 
out that as my only aim is to show that there is a strong inystical 
strain permeating the Jewish literature of all ages, I feel that in 
giving publicity to these teachings, not only am I nof inflicting any 
injury upon our religion, but 1 am proving to the world at large 
that Judaism possesses a distinct spiritual side—a side which if 
studied and cultivated move than has hitherto been the case, can 
only result in a deepened appreciation of Judaism on the part of 
both Jews and non-Jews. 

The gravamen of my offence according to “ Menior™ seems to 
lie in the fact that I delivered this lecture under the auspices of a 
society with whose tenets Jews do not agree. Must then a Jew 
only lecture to Jews? If a Jew lectures to Christians, is this an 
indication that he is giving his patronage to Christianity? This 
would seem to be the logical outcome of “ Mentors’ arguments ! 
I am very sorry for him! But I hasten tosay that | have far 
more respect for his mentality than to credit him with so tribal an 
outlook upon the life and duty of the Jew.—-Faithfully yours,

From Mr. JOSEPH LEVY. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir, For several years past the Jewish community of Glasgow has 
been assailed from ati sides by a horde of zealous workers direeted by 
varions hodics of Synagogue promoters, who have dumbfounded us with 
the magnitude of their reckless schemes. They have planned grandiose 
schemes of Synagogue crection in excess of the requirements of the 
community, and before the masons have discarded their trowels, their 
committees are torn with disruption over the various schemes proposed 
for solving the problom of the upkeep of their houses of worship. 

Bazaars, rafilcs, social funetions, and even the sale of rent-free 
synagogue seats, have all helped to contribate to the funds, the deficiency 
of which is almost on a par with the acumen of the promoters. So much 
so, that consideration has been given to the suggestion of sharing the 
services of a minister with a neighbouring embryo congregation who have 
& Separate synagoguc now nearing completion. 

Amalgamation of two of these new synagogues was suggested by the 
committee of one of them, but one must look for other than practical 
reasons for the rejection of the proposition. Of course, unity has no place 
in our tradition, and these zealous promoters are sticklers for tradition— 
if nothing else. 

We have now an appeal from South Portland Synagogne to be 
rescued from the verge of bankruptcy, but it is not many months since I 
attended the opening of its neighbour, the New Central Synagogue. We 
also had an interesting report of a committce of inquiry, instituted by 
the Garuethill Synagogue, to ascertain the reasons for the apathy and 
poor attendance of the members of the congregation at divine service. 

It would not, im my opinion, be out of the sphere of the Chief 
Rabbinate to have some power of control in the important matter of the 
founding of new synagogues, in order to avoid the piling-up of a burden 
of debt which must hang like a millstone round the necks cf the whole 
Jewish community unto the third and fourth generation. 

7 If over-zealous promoters would realise that the urgent needs of a 
Krowing community, and the lack of any other place of worship within a 
reasonable distance, are the only justitiabie reasons for the erection of a 
new synagogue, their schemes wonld have some chance of snecess on a 
solvent basis. So long as thetr sole ambition is to erect monuments to 
their own honour and glory, to see their names emblazoned on shining 
brass and glittering marble in the sight of all the tribes of Israel, so long 
will the coffers of the faithful be put under heavy and perpetual tribute. 


Is it too late to set about avoidiug the impending disasters by sensible

Jewish Minister and Hebrew Theosophy. 


From the Rev. Dr J. ABELSON. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


sirk,—In the columns of your last week's issue, your esteemed 
contributor “Mentor” passes certain strictures upon my con- 
templated step to give an address to a Society in Manchester which 
is associated with the study and furtherance of Hebrew theosophy. 
“ Mentor” seems rather outraged at the fact, that by doing so, I am, 
though unconsciously, assisting in what is, in his opinion, a subver- 
sive attitude towards Jews and Judaism. 

May I say that this opinion falls rather wide of the mark. The 
preliminary notice concerning the lectare, which appeared in your 
last week's issue gave, as the title of my subject ~ Mysticism in 
the Old Testament.” This is surely innocuous enough! What 
danger can anyone scent here ? 

As a matter of fact I did deliver the lecture last Sunda}. The 
audience was a mixed one, of Jews and Gentiles. Ll need bardly say 
that my. presentation of the subject had. nothing at all to do with 
any of those theosophic doctrines which, aecording to “ Mentor,’ 
are so detrimental to so many of our coreligionists both in this 
country and in America. 

The subject of Jewish Mvsticisin is one to which | have devoted 
many years of study. Of course if has many associations with 
general theosophy. But it is quite superfluous for me to point 
out that as my only aim is to show that there is a strong mystical 
strain permeating the Jewish literature of all ages, T feel that in 
giving publicity to these teachings, not only am I of inflicting any 
injury upon our religion, but TF am proving to the world at large 
that Judaism possesses a distinct spiritual side—a side which if 
studied and cultivated move than has hitherto been the case, can 
only result in a deepened appreciation of Jndaism on the part of 
both Jews and non-Jews. 

The gravamen of my offence according to “ Mentor” seems to 
lie in the fact that I delivered this lecture under the auspices of a 
society with whose tenets Jews do not agrec. Must then a Jew 
only lecture to Jews? If a Jew lectures to Christians, is this an 
indication that he is giving his patronage to Christianity? This 
would seem to be the logical outcome of. Mentor’s” arguments ! 
I am very sorry for him! But I hasten to say that | have far 
more respect for his mentality than to credit him with so tribal an 
outlook upon the life and duty of the Jew.—-Faithfully yours,

Incomc-Tax Appeal Dismissed. — It is bot necessary for a lian to 
occupy or own a ‘seat’ to be an ordinary resident,” said the Mast ft of 
the Lollson Friday last. in the Court of Ap; eal, when the court dismissed 
an appeal by Mr. Louis N. Levene from a judgment that he was liable 
to income-tax during the years 1920 to T2. Mr. Levene broke up his 
establishment in Curzon Street in 1918, and from 1920 ho stayed in 
Monaco and places in France. He visited England periodically, but 
did not even retain rooms in any hotel here in the intervals between 
such Visits. 


Libel Action Fails. —In the King’s Bench Division on Tuesday, before 
Mr. Justice Rowlatt and a Specia! Jury, Mr. Abraham Samuel, a journey- 
man hairdresser, commonly known as Frank Long, of Charlotte Strect, 
W.. brought an action against the London Express Newspaper, Ltd., the 
proprietors of the DAILY EXPRESS, for damages for an alleged libel 
contained in an article pnbjished on February 22nd, 1926. The London 
Express Newspaper, Ltd., admitted publication, and said that the words 
were tive in substance and in fact, and were published in good faith and 
without matice. The jary found forthe DAILY EXPRess, and judgment 
was entered accordingly, with costs. They were absent only three 
minutes eonsidering their verdict. 


A Di used Cemetery. On Friday last the magistrate at the Thames 
Police Court heard a summons issued by the London County Council 
against the owners of the disused Jewish burial grofind in Bancroft Koad, 
Mile kind, requiring the boundary wall between No. 70, Bancroft Road, 
and Moody Street, forthwith to be taken down or secured where buiged, 
broken, out of the perpendicular, or otherwise defective. The district 
surveyor said that he had examined the property and found the wall to 
be a dangerous structure. Anorder was made to abate the nuisance within 
fourteen days. If the wall is not taken down in that time, the London 
County Council will take down the wall and stack the bricks on the 
ground. They have no power to re-build the wall, and the ground will 
consegucntiy remain quite open and will, doubtless, be overrun by the 
children of the neighbourhood.

The Stage Coach Wedding: Bankruptcy Sequel.—A mecting of the 
creditors of Mr. A. FREEDMAN, of 115, Whitechapel Road, and 24la, High 
Street North, Mast Ham, was held at the offices of Messrs, Teff and Teff, 
234, Bishopsgate... The claims of creditors, one of whom held as security 
a charge on the lease and premises at East Ham of £800, amounted to 
about £5,000 and assets, including this security, amounted to about £1,100. 
A™ Dodge” motor car, valued at £350, on which hire purchase instalments 
of £120 had been paid, was held by a garage proprietor for a debt of £48. 
In reply to questions by creditors, Mr. Freedman’s accountant said the 
books at Kast Ham were quite in order, but these at Whitechapel Road 
were not so well kept. Trading showed a loss in the last balance-sheet 
of about £2,000. A number of questions were put by the creditors, who 
wanted to know why Mr. Freedman had continued to trade while hope- 
lessly insolvent. 

Referring to the wedding of Mr. Freedman's daughter in January, 
when it would be remembered that an old English coach-and-four was 
hired to take the bride and bridegroom from Whitechapel Road to the 
West End reception, a creditor raised strong objections to the fact that 
his money had been spent in making the Jewish people look “ to be fools 
before the Gentile world.” It was stated that Miss Freedman had been 
employed by ber father since the age of fourteen, and the wedding was 
paid for out of the money received by her for wages. 

Mr. Tcff, on behalf of his client, then read a résumé of Mr. Frecdman’s 
business career. Mr. r'reedman started in business in Whitechapel Road 
in 1907, with a capital of £100. Two years later he moved to another 
address in the same road, and then had a capital of £800. 

He attributed his insolvency to the fact that after spending pearly 
£40,000 on a shop in Oxford Street, the road was taken up for repair, 
causing losses of several thousand pounds trthé first two years. He sold 
out at considerable sacrifice. Since last May he had sublet two shops 
which improved his position, but adverse conditions had affected business. 
He was still trading in one shop, and was prepared to make 4 guaranteed 
offer of 3s. in the £ in instalments. Several creditors expressed the 
estecm in which Mr. Freedman was held, but the crediters gcuerally 
intimated they would be willing to accept an offer of 5s.in the £. ‘The 
matter was eventually left in the hands of a committee. 


Claim For Damages.—In the City of London Cowt on Friday, before 
Judge. Sherwell Cooper, Mr. Alfred Myers sucd Mr. Harry Marks, his 
-landtiord, and Pinsker and Barnard. Ltd., other tenants of Mr. Marks, 
for £45 9s. dd. damages caused by an overflow of water on the plaintiff's 
preiiises in the basement of 154-155, Houndsditch. last July.

Fined for Smuggling.—-At Dundalk (Ireland), Judge Doyle delivered 
judgment, and affirmed the decision of another court, in a case in which 
LOUIS GRossMAN, of Belfast, appealed against a fine of £100 imposed upon 
him by Mr. Goff, District Justice, for smuggling across the border a suit 
of clothes and a lever watch. Grossman was found at Dundalk wearing 
a wristlet watch in addition to a lever watch he carried in his pocket, 
Hlis defence was that he wore the extra clothes on account of the 
iuclomeney of the weather, as he was travelling to Dublin for a Jewish 
service. The defendant paid over the amount in banknotes, and he was 
discharged. 

A Grandmother's Responsibility.—At the West London Police 
Court, Mrs. ESTHER ADELE HAYMAN, living at Holland Park, W., was 
summoned to show cause why an order made at a Magistrates’ Court at 
Wellington, New Zealand, on October 11th, 1926, under which she was 
ordered to pay a weekly sum of one guinea in respect of each of her two 
grandchildren, Jill Hayman and Denis Henry Hayman, should not be 
confirmed. Mr. B. M. Goodman, for the defendant, raised the preliminary 
objection that the order could not be enforced in this country because by 
international law the New Zealand Parliament could only legislate for its 
own subjects, and had no control over anyone such as Mrs. Hayman, who 
was not a New Zealand “subject,” nor domiciled there. _In reply to Mr. 
Marshall (the Magistrate) Mr. Goodman said that Mrs. Hayman’s son used 
to live in New Zealand with his wife and two children, There were 
divorce proceedings, and the parties separated, and the former wife now 
claimed that being, as she alleged, left destitute, the Court could, under 
the Destitute Persons Act, make an order that the next-of-kin to the 
children should make allowance for their maintenance. Mr. A. Henderson, 
addressing the Magistrate in support of the order, contended that for the 
purpose of the Act the present defendant was to be regarded as living 
within the area of the New Zealand Court which made the order. Mr. 
Marshall said he agreed with the view put forward by Mr. Henderson, 
and he was satisfied that the New Zealand Court had jurisdiction in the 
matter. He therefore confirmed the order, but he was willing to state a 
case if desired for the consideration of a higher court. 


Dislike for Jews and Forcigners.—At Marlborough Street Police 
Court last week, CHARLES PLUME, 70, a hawker, was sentenced to six 
months’ hard labour by Mr. Cancellor for stealing a box of cigars, the 
property of Isaac Feigenblatt, of St. Anne’s Court. A detective said that 
the prisoner had a great dislike for Jews and foreigners, and when he 
was drunk he entered their shops and stole their goods. It was stated 
Plume had thirty-nine convictions against him. 

Charged With Begging.—SAMUFIL SLOVENSKY, 64, described as a 
Russian, was charged at Lambeth Police Court with begging in Rye Lane, 
Peckham. Inspector Lion pointed out to the Court, that unless the 
accused would swear allegiance to the Soviet, they would not accept him 
for repatriation. He appeared to have been in this country for about ten 
vears. Asked whether he would like to return to Russia, the accused 
said that he would. Mr. Scanlan remanded the accused in custody, and 
directed that the Jewish Board of Guardians and the Home Office should 
be communicated with. 


Attempt to Bribe Police...HArnryY H®&LMAN, a Stepney shopkeeper, 
was sentenced by Mr. Sharpe, the magistrate at the Thames Police 
Court, on Saturday, to three months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, for 
attempting to bribe two constables with a 10s. currency note each in order 
to induce them to refrain from reporting him for a summons'for allowing 
gaming on his premises by means of a “diddler” machine. He was also 
fined 10s., with the alternative of five days’ imprisonment for permitting 
gambling. 


Extensive Trading Frauds Alleged.—-At Old Street Police Court 
MARK KORANSKY, 41, a furrier, of Priory Road, West Hampstead, HYMAN 
KORANSKY, 40, furrier, of Whitechapel Road, E., and AARON KORANSKY, 
29, of Whitechapel Road, E., were charged on warrants with conspiring 
between October 1, 1923, and March 30, 1924, at Golden Lane, E.C., 
with Isadore Edward Brown, Elijah Harry Koransky, Sam Goldberg, 
and other persons unknown to defraud such persons as should be 
induced to deliver goods on credit to Brown. Isadore Edward Brown, 
of Priory Road, West Hampstead, and Sam Goldberg, of Clayton 
Strect West, Neweastie-on-Tyne, were summoned for conspiracy. 
Mr. Roberts, for the Director of Public Prosecutions, said Brown was or 
had been a fur and silk merchant, who carried on business from 1913 to 
March, 1924, when he went bankrupt to the tune of £25,000. The case 
against Brown was that about October, 1923, when he knew his business 
was insolvent, he embarked on a career of reckless buying. Approaching 
the end of the period before the bankruptcy, even after cheques and bills 
given by him in payment for goods had been presented and dishonoured, 
Brown still went on ordering goods and pressing for immediate delivery. 
He rejoiced in at least tour brothers-in-law. called Koransky, and Mark, 
Aaron, and Hyman were three of them. The case against Aaron was that 

“he assisted as manager and in making false representations. That 
gagainst Hyman was that he wasa receiver for many of the goods obtained. 
Mark, who was manager of a branch in Newcastle, was alleged to have 
assisted in the conspiracy by ‘secretly receiving consignments of goods 
_sent by Brown to a cloak-room at Newcastle and helping. to dispose 
of them. Goldberg was a blouse and robe manufacturer at Newcastle. 
It was alleged that he had recived large quantities of goods and had paid 
Brown over £6,000 in cheques upon bis private account, no record of which 
appeared in his books. Detective-Inspector Lewis, of New Scotland 
Yard, giving evidence of arrest, said that both Aaron Koransky and Mark 
Koransky protested that they were merely paid servants. The case was 
adjourned until yesterday, the defendants being admitted to bail. 


Alleged Blackmail Charge.—At the Marylebone Police Court on 
Saturday, ISRAEL MELCHER, 54, described as a moneylender, of Wood- 
ville Road, Cardiff, was eharged before Mr. Bingley with demanding £500 
by menaces or force from Harold Rubin, a pear! importer, of 15, Great 
Stanhope Street, Hyde Park, with intent to steal. Sir Thomas Cato 
Worsfold, who prosecuted, in offering evidence of arrest, described 
Meicher as a cosmopolitan, who was accustomed to all the countries of 
Europe and was equally at home wherever he went. Sir Thomas said 
the circumstances were such that he must object to bail. The defendant 
was remanded in custody, the Magistrate saying he could not grant bail 
at present. 
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Investments and Securities. 


By OUR CITY EDITOR. 

For the moment the Stock markets are in a state of much uncer- 
‘ainty. It is by no means an uncommon feature to find disturbance 
‘) markets at this time of the year. The cause is to be found in the 
~oming Budget statements. The Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
Jeliver his Budget speech on April 11, and, in view of the disastrous 
-oal strike of last year, it is practically a foregone conclusion that new 
taxation will have to be resorted to. Rumours regarding the means 
which will be adopted to raise fresh revenue circulate freely. It is, 
however, impossible to be certain on any one point, but as rumours 
jy from one industry to another the effect upon share values is to be 
seen in the Stock Exchange. It is generally believed that no addition 
will be made this time to the income tax burden. The result is that 
all high elass investment stocks are maintaining a tolerably firm tone, 
but many industrial shares are experiencing somewhat acute depression 
on fears of new taxation. Tobacco shares may be instanced. There 
8 persistent talk of increased taxation on tobacco, and the shares of 
the principal tobacco manufacturing firms have suffered a fairly sharp 
relapse. One point which should not be overlooked is that the shares 
at their present prices are more attractive to new buyers than they 
were some time ago. The general experience is that new taxation 1s 
passed on to the public, and the companies thetaselves suffer but little 
adverse effect. 


Rhodesian Possibilities. 

In many quarters there is a firm belief in the future of Rhodesian land 
and mining undertakings. At the recent annual meeting of the British South 
\frica Company prospects of the colony were fully discussed and explained, 
and there ean be little doubt regarding a prosperous future now that means 
of communication through a development of the railway system has been 
‘taken in hand, Sir Abe Bailey recently visited Rhodesia, According to 
-abled news from Cape Town, he was much impressed with what he saw in 
the Colony. Much is expected from agriculture. The tobacco-growing 
industry is making decided headway, and it is being stimulated by the pre- 
ferential duty on Empire grown leaf. Companies already engaged in the 
tobacco trade are being followed most closely on this side. There is the 


North Charterland Exploration Company (1910), Ltd., which has acquired ~ 


a considerable interest in a tobacco company near London, and which during 
1925 produced approximately 228,010 lbs. of tobaeco, which were sold at 
satisfactory prices. It was estimated that the output from the company’s 
estates for 1926 would be approximately 400,000 Ibs, These shares have a 
nominal value of 10s. each, and stand in the market at around Js. 3d. 
Bechuanaland Exploration 10s. shares are at 10s. 3d. The company has 
important holdings in other companies and is paying dividends. Rhodesia 
Exploration 2s. shares at 2s. 3d. are also regarded favourably. It may take 
some little time for the anticipated movement in this market to develop, 
hut many believe that Rhodesian shares will show to advantage before the 
end of the current year. 
Marconi. 

It may be said that the great Marconi coniroversy is ended. It took 
nearly six hours of shareholders’ and directors’ time at the annual meeting on 
March 15 to arrive at an understanding. Heated discussions were heard 
and old sores were opened ; but it is hoped that from now onwards more 
atnicable relations will exist, and that shareholders will receive some reward 
for the confidence which they have now exhibited in the directorate. It 
is no good disguising the fact that shareholders had cause for serious com- 
plaint. They had advanced money in good faith for the development of the 
Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company, and much of it had been lost. It is 
true that this is the experience of most young industries. After all, wireless 
is very much in its development stage, and new inventions appear with fre- 
qicnt regularity. There is undoubtedly more to come, but the bold front

Electrical Manufacturing. 


Much uncertainty has érept into the market for shares in the large elee- 
trical manufacturing concerns of this country. Some twelve months ago 
these shares proved to be very popular with the speculative investor. The 
companies had large orders on hand both on home and foreign account, and 
the prospects of considerable developments in the electrical world were 
accepted as a bull point for the shares. Then came the coal strike, which 
affected most industries. It was thought, however, that the electrical 
manufacturing concerns would be able to hold their own fairly well, though 
no material increase in profits was to be anticipated owing to extra expen- 
diture on the purchase of foreign coal. Recently, however, the English 
Electric Company announced that the preference shere dividend due on 
April 1 will not be met. This had the effect of producing weakness in the 
shares of companies carrying on a similer business. Generel Electric ordinary, 
which at one time this year reached 328, 3d. cach, have fallen back to 31s, 
In the same way Siemens Brothers ordinary shares, after marking 31s. 4'd., 
have relapsed to 26s. 3d. For last year the General Electric paid 74 per cent. 
on its ordinary capital, and a similar distribution was made on Siemens 
Brothers ordinary shares. There is some fear that these dividends cannot

Motor Vehicles 

It is encouraging to note that at least one branch of British trade is 
enjoying fairly satisfactory working conditions. The companies which are 
engaged in the manufacture of commercial motor vehicles are meeting with 
# demand for their production. Immediately after the war there was much 
surplus stock on the hands of the Government, and this was being disposed 
of at virtually “ knockout’ prices, and the manufacturers of new vehicles 
could not compete. The old stocks have been exhausted. The coal siriko 
and general strike demonstrated the great use of motor vehicle traffic. It 
stimulated a demand for such vehicles, end the companies manufacturing 
them have benefited. The suc.ess of Dennis Brothers, Limited, is known to 
most investors. Thornycroft, Limited, is also in this class of business, though 
it is also engaged in shipbuilding and marine engincering. From its motor 
vehicle business profits were made during previous years, and the directors 
were able to pay a dividend on the ordinary shares, the market value of which 
has risen on the Stock Exchange to 24s, 6d. apiece. Another company in this. 
connection which should not be overlooked is the Birmingham Small Arms, 
whose ordinary shares are now at about 6s, each. This undertaking controls 
the famous Daimler Company. The Daimler Company has entered into an 
arrangement with the Associated Equipment Compeny of the Underground 
Electric Railways of London whereby all chassis manufactured by the Equip- 
ment Company will be equipped with the well-known Daimler engine. This 
should prove of material benefit to the motor company, and incidentally to 
the Birmingham Small Arms which controls it.

“THE FANATICS.” 


In this play, which has been produced this week at the Ambassadors’ 
Theatre, the author, Mr. Miles Malleson, delivers a spirited and effective 
attack on the bad old men of the age (and the position is not peculiar to 
the nineteen-twenties) who make wars and strikes and themployment, and 
generally footie around and bave a good time at the expense of the younger 
generation. ‘The lanatics” isa beautifully constructed play technically 
and Mr. Malleson works in his thesis without prosiness or laboriously pre. 
pared situations. Many of the ideas and criticisms are common property 
to thinking people to-day, but in the play they are forcibly presented 
and should penetrate the armour of those comfortable old men who rule, 
for whom the war was merely an entertaining event te be profitably 
discounted by means of war books and reminiscences and who are stil! 
incapable of resistimy the joy of playing with soldiers... The aeting is very 
capable throughont, Nicholas Hannen and lon Swinley giving convincing 
performances. Paul Gill as Mr. Freeman senior, the representative of 
the older generation, a well intentioned if comic old chap, is superb 
in the part. GJ.

I wish you alla merry Purim. I hope you will all turn to your 
Bibles and read again the story of Mordecai and Esther. Whata 
wonderful drama itis! I often think, when I go to the theatre or the 
cinema, bow feeble the plots are compared with the epic of Esther. 
The scene is set on an ample stage. There is plenty of the spectacular. 
There is a hero, a heroine, a.villain, and a happy ending after g 
threatened tragedy. What material for a Reinhardt! I wish he 
would put it on at Olympia. It would put “ The Miracle” far in the 
shade. 

A GREAT DRAMA. 


We are tco little appreciative of the wonderful literary contents of 
the Bible. It is our own library, and we neglect it. We do not realise 
what a storehouse of finc things it contains. I often say that if I were 
wrecked on a desert island and only bad a Bible with me I should not 
want for company. And the Book of Esther is one of the finest sec- 
tions of that library. Sec how casily the story moves, how majesti- 
cally the drama is unfolded, how logically the characters are introduced, 
how all the motives are cxplaincd by the incidents that cecur. We 
see the humble maiden raised to high estate. We sce the proud prince 
dragged down from his lofty pedestal. We have the contrast of two 
kinds of pride. We discern the meaning of the ways of God. 

RELIGION WITHOUT GOD. 

Attention is often called to the fact that in the Book of Esther the 
name of God is not once mentioned. Why was it included in the 
Bible? The same question is asked about the Song of Songs, another 
drama of a different kind. But there is no book from which more 
religious lessons can be drawn. We can sometimes read an unsigned 
article and say at once “ That is by so-and-so.” We do not have to see 
a signature at the end to know the author. And the drama of Esther 
is so palpably traced by the finger of God that we do not need the name 
of the Almighty to be written across its pages. The story of Esther is 
a type. It is true even if the events it describes never happened, even 
if the book can be proved to be unhistorical. Such critical assertions 
leave mecold. Jewish history is full of such dramas. Haman has 
re appeared in many ages. He is alive to-day. And the storg of his 
downfall should give us hope and faith. Villainy may seem to triamph 
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for atime. Its decrees may be signed and sealed with the king's ring.’ 
They may appar as irrevocable as the laws of the Medes and the 
Persians. Lut they canand will be frustrated, and the villain will end 
his days on the seaffold. If aid does not come from those ina position 
to assist, then “help will come from another place.” 


“NOBLESSE OBLIGE,” 


We have many Esthers, but they do not always realise their 
respousibilities as Nsther did, even when reminded of them by the 
Mordecais. Many a Jew reaches high station. He ought to feel that 
noblesse oblige, that power involves duties as well as privileges. Too 
often, alas! power brings out man’s worst qualities. “There is no 
stronger test of a man’s real character,” said Plutarch, “than power 
and authority, exciting, as they do, every passion, and discovering 
every latent vice.” And no onc was in a better position to say this 
than the great biographer of some of the greatest men in history. When 
Mordecai refused to bow down to Haman, his was the pride of the 
older aristocracy. “The oldest, and indeed only true order of nobility 
under the stars,” Carlyle wrote, “is that of just men and sons of God, 
in opposition to unjust men and sons of Belial, which latter indeed are 
second cldest, and yet a very unvyenerable order.” To be a true 
nobleman onc must act nobly!
